Voyage Was Dangerous. 

During the three-day journey from 
Kiel to Hango the voyage was dan- \ 
serous in the extreme because mines 
in the Baltic have not been removed 


by the German government, accord- 
ing to various officers of the Bu- 
ford, who left the boat for a visit 
to this little town. An expert Ger- 
man pilot, named Schmidt, was in 
charge of the vessel, Swinging the 
Ship around in wide curves or turn- 
ing sharp angles. Matters became 
worse the second night out, when 
a mysterious and mutilated wire- 
less message was received ordering 
a different port of debarkation than 
had been originally planned. This 
caused a delay on landing here. 

While the Baford was at Kiel it 
became known that three sailors 
had climbed over the side, taken a 
stolen fishing boat and with it smug- 
gled on board nine huge bottles of 
rum, with which the discipline of 
the ship would have been demoral- 
ized, according to an officer. The 
story had a tragic side for the sail- 
ors, because the commanding officers 
sent the rum back. 

Officers of the Buford were ex- 
ceedingly fatigued after their long 
voyage. The ship is capable of mak- 
ing only nine knots per hour in 
smooth weather. This held back the

SPANELL IS ACQUITTE 
OFKILLING COL. BUTLER 


Brownwood, Texas, January 17.— 
Harry J. Spanell was acquitted of 
the charge of having murdered Colo- 
nel M. C. Butler by a jury in the 
district court here today after two 
hours’ deliberation. ‘ 

The jury’s verdict sustained the 
defendant’s plea that his acquittal 
in January, 1917, of the charge of 
murdering ‘his wife, was, in effect, 
an acquittal of all like charges in 
connection with Colonel Butler's 
death. 

Butler and Mrs. Spanell were 
‘killed while on an automobile ride 
with Spanell at Alpine, Texas, July 
20, 1916 

The trial just endeg began Janu- 
ary 5. Argument was concluded and 
| the case given,to the jury at 12:30 
| o'clock today. 

The defendant was not in the 
courtroom when the verdict was an- 
nounced, and although there were 
|} many spectators present, there was 
no demonstration. 

It was three years ago this month 
—January, 1917—that Spanell, a mu- 
| sic teacher, was first tried in connec- 
tion with é¢he double slaying. In 
that trial he was acquitted of the 
charge of murdering his wife. 

Three months later he was found 
guilty of killing Colonel Butler. A 
prison sentence of five years was im- 
posed. The court of appeals held, 
however, that the trial court erred 
in failing to submit to the jury the 
plea of former jeopardy presented by 
the defense, and the decision was 
reversed and the case remanded 
for a new trial. \ 

Spanell’s first trial attracted na- 
tion-wide attention. He was a for- 
mer music instructor at Baylor unt- 
versity, Waco. His wife was the 
only daughter of John R. Holland, 
wealthy and widely-Known ranch- 
man at Alpine.

Several 
army officers testified that Colonel 
Butler’s reputation “as to chastity 
and virtue was above reproach.”

.|Bigamy, or “Poor Man’s 


Divorce,” Is Also Show- 
ing Alarming Increase, 
Court. Records Show. 


London, January 17.—Divorce is 
growing rapidly in England. And 
side by side- with it there is an 
alarming increase in bigamy cases. 

For the coming session of the law 
courts in London there is a reeerd 
number of divorce cases down for 
hearing. Even during the war the 
divorce courts were kept busy. 
Since the armistice they have been 
worked harder than ever. 

Bigamy, which a London stipen- 
diary has aptly described as “the 
poor man’s form of divorce,” is also 
alarmingly frequent. 

lt of course, easy to explain 
this winter’s record on the ground 
of hasty war weddings, repented of 
in the leisure of the first peace year. 
It is easy, 1 say, but it is not a Sat- 
isfactory explanation. It might ac- 
count for the heavy number of cases 
now. It does not account for the 
regular and steady growth of the 
work of the divorce court. 

Admittedly, a large number of 
marriages were contracted during 
the fever of war, which would not 
bear the strain of the wear and tear 
of ordinary daily life. Thousands 
of young women, eager to show 
their admiration for the boys who 
enlisted, eager to give what they 
could as a token of their apprecia- 
tion, rushed into marriage withgut 
thought of care.

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SAVANNAH WILL HAVE: 


FAIR PRICE COMMITTEE 


Marion Jackson Makes State- 
ment on Mayor Stewart's 
Refusal to Act. 


Replying to telegraphic communi- 
cations from Savannah last night, to 
the effect that Mayor Stewart, of 
that city, had refused to appoint a 
fair price committee forhis city on 
the ground that “instructions from 
John A. Manget, state fair 
price commissioner, do not instruct,” 
Marion M. Jackson, assistant fair 
price commissioner, acting during 
Mr. Manget’s illness, declared that, 
despite Mayor Stewart's refusal to 
act, a committee for Savannah 
would be appointed at once. 

“While, of course, final decision 
on this matter will be reserved until 
Mr. Manget resumes charge of af- 
fairs, or untilhe has been apprized 
of -—Mayor Stewart’s action, I am 
confident that he will find some 
Other means to provide Savananh 
some sort of representation in the 
state organization. 

“If the mayor of Savannah,” con- 
tinued Mr. Jackson, “declines to aid 
his town in adjusting the prices for 
commodities, 1 am certain Mr. Man- 
get will not, and I feel reasonably 
sure that the state fair price com- 
missioner will take immediate steps 
to have acommittee appointed, au- 
thorized to perform in Savannah 
and its vicinity. 

“Tamataloss,” said Mr. Jackson, 
“to determine just what Mayor Stew- 
art bases his refusal on. The same 
instructions were sent to several 
other Georgia mayors, and all of 
them, with the possible exception of 
Savannah’s, have appointed com- 
mittees and, in most cases, have 
already begun their work of de- 
termining fair prices for the ne- 
necessities of life.” 

Mr. Jackson then fold of the in- 
structions sent the moyors of the 
cities chosen by Mr. Manget as cen- 
ters for their sections in the state 
organization. 

“These letters were sent simul- 
taneously to the mayors of twelve 
Georgia. cities, some time in Decem- 
ber, I think, and as I remember 
the contents, the ipstructions were 
very clearly outlined. Mr. Manget 
first asked for the co-operation of 
the mayors in fighting the evil of 
profiteering. explaining that it was 
his object to hit the dealers charg- 
ing exorbitant prices for the essen- 
tial articles, necessary to the lives 
and comfort of Georgia citizens 
through organizations of this na- 
ture, to be formed in specially se- 
lected trade centers of the state. 
Mr. Manget also brought out that 
it was not his aim to work any 
hardships on the merchants, be- 
cause thev were expected to gain 
a reasonable profit; the purpose 
of the committee was to set this 
price in justice to all concerned. 

“The letter asked that this com- 
mittee be appointed by the mayor, 
and certain trades, professions and 
mercanitle lines were recommended 
to be represented on its roll call, 
the point being clearly brought, out 
that these citizens being familar 
with ‘the approximate costs of the 
various necessities, would be better 
qualified to judge fair profits for 
the merchants and thus help the 
citizens in obtaining these articles 
at a fair and just consideration.”

San Antonio, Texas, January 17.— 
Mexico’s objections to Mexicans tes- 
tifying before the senate subcom- 
mittee. investigating Mexican af- 
fairs and a denitl by Senator -Fall 
on the stand shat he had heavy in- 
terests in Mexico were develop- 
merfts today in connection with the 
Fall committee hearings here. 

The improbability that any effort 
will be made to compel any Mex- 
ican to testify“was made clear by 
the committee today, but Mexicans 
will be asked to testify, and in 
cases where the witnesses fear the 
results, such protection as a secret 
hearing can atford will be offered. 
Most of today’s testimony was 
taken in executive session, and at 
least one witness was a Mexican. 

Mexican Sleuths at Work. 

Mexican secret service agents 
have appeared here in greater num- 
bers since the hearings began, and 
not one session has been held at 
which the Mexican government was 
unrepresented, although the repre- 
sentative was unannounced ard was 
present merely as a spectator. It is 
known the Mexican consul has 
counseled his nationals not to ap- 
pear before the committee. 

Much of the testimcny at the 
closed session related to robberies, 
Outrages and oppressions inflicted 
upon Americans in Mexico, especial- 
ly in the southern and eastern part. 
Those testifying asked a_ secret 
hearing, so that they might return 
\o their holdings in Mexico. 

In the open hearings additional 
testimony was given regarding the 
harsh treatment, often reprisals, 
accorded Americans, and C. L. Gar- 
dener, of Hot Springs, Ark., gave 
details of the working of the “gran 
liga,” a radical railway labor organ- 
ization organized during the latter 
part of Diaz’s rule, which attained 
greater strength under Carranza. It 
was largely to intluence of that or- 
ganization he ascribed the substi- 
tution ot Mexican railroad men for 
Americans, 

Gardener was one of the few 
Americans who continued to work on 
the Mexican lines. He was a con- 
ductor and for a time his “run” wus 
south of Mexico City, where he wit- 
nessed atrocities by Zapata follow- 
ers. He told the committee of in- 
stances of mounted Zapatistas over- 
taking young women, throwing 
them upon their horses and riding 
into the hills with them. 

Mexieans Like Jack Johnson. 

He also told of the popularity of 
Jack Johnson,  ex-heavyweight 
champion of the United States, in 
Mexico City.

ed Americans movement at a meet- 
ing held at the Capital City club 
at 1 o’clock Saturday when citizens 
of the city and .state met at the 
call of Colonél A. R. Lawton, who 
represents the movement as na- 
tional committeeman for Georgia. 

Colonel Lawton stated that while 
he was pleased beyond measure wit 
the fine response to his call there 
was a large number of representa- 
tive men unable to be present who 
had sent telegrams indicating in 1% 
uncertain tones their sympathy with 
this great Americanization move- 
ment that is spreading so rapidly 
throughout the country to stem the 
tide of radicalism and revolution, 
also at the same time indicating their 
desire to be counted in; they were 
anxious that Georgia should line 
up with the other states in a man- 
ner truly representative of the 
state. 

Alfred F. Hoffsommer, the nation- 
al field director of the United Amer- 
icans, made an interesting state- 
ment of the conditions leading up 
to the formation of the organiza- 
tion which has as its head the most 
representative men of affairs and 
from all walks of life from all sec- 
tions of the country. 


Organization Necessary. 


He stated that at first thought it 
seemed indeed strange that more 
than a century after the founding 
of this nation a group of Georgians 
should find it edvisable to come to- 
gether to organize for Americanism, 
but that this was necessary- was 
abundantly indicated by the investi- 
gations of the organization commit- 
tee which held more than seventy 
sessions, at which meetings they 
had before them representatives of 
labor organizations and all other 
national and state organizations in- 
terested in the preservation of the 
true ideals of America, 

In consultation with the leaders 
of these various movements it was 
decided. that there was needed an 
organization that could develop a 
program of sane constructive edu- 
cation that would lay bare the fal- 
lacies that have been assiduously 
propagated by those who would ex- 
change our representative form of 
government for something akin to 
the soviet of Russia. 

He stated that with the co-opera- 
|tion of the intelligence department 
|of the government, the néwspapers 


|and their trained investigators and 


the leaders in such organizations as 
the National Civic Federation, the 
National Council of Defense and 
some of the state organizations in 
the northwest where bolshevism had 
been most rampant, it had been dis- 
covered that there was a well or- 
ganized and clearly defined move- 
;}ment with a very strong propa- 
randa whose purpose was the cap- 
ture of industry, the abolition of 
capital and the overthrow of our 
‘democratic constitutional govern- 


| ment. 


Documentary evidence in abun- 
dance was secured in the govern- 
ment raids of the centers of raedf- 
calism indicating that these agi- 
tators would not stop at murder in 
the accomplishment of their pur- 
poses, the Centralia, Wash., incident 
being in point. 
| Opposed to Labor. 


He showed that this radical ele- 
ment was in opposition to organ- 
ized labor, which it was seeking to 
‘capture as a means to the end it 
sought, and referred to the recent 
steel and coal strikes as evidences 
that the radicals had a considerable 
control in labor organizattons, since 
both of these strikes and a num- 
ber of others had been brought on 
contrary to the wishes of the iIn- 
poe ee tonas heads of organized la- 

or. 

The investigations of the United 
Americans disclosed the fact that 
for about forty years the ideas now 
known as bolshevism had been sys- 
tematically propagated, which ex- 
plained the present serious situa- 
tion. Only one side of the question 
had been presented and it was now 
time, he said, to present to the rank 
and file of the American people the 
pure and unadulterated spirit of 
America. The United Americans, he 
said, was beyond all else pro-Ameri- 
can, and would not enter into par- 
tisan politics: it was designed to 
unite on the platform of American- 
ism all classes; it was against class 
consciousness or class dictatorship. 
whether of the proletariat or pluto- 
crat, and expected to enlist its mem- 
bership from real Americans only. 


Edueation Unnecessary. 


It believes that while deportation 
of undesirable aliens may help, the 
only way to get rid of un-Ameri- 
can ideas is to get before the peo- 
ple the right ideas in every way 
that publicity channels of the na- 
tion made possible.

O. Seamans, former commander of 
Camp Wheeler, pays glowing trib- 
ute to his old military comrade. 

“My own feelings will not allow 
this sad event to pass without pay- 
ing a tribute to thé memory of one 
who was my comrade as private in 
old troop L, Georgia cavalry, and 
who on account of his merits, 1 
promoted to first sergeant of that 
organization on my promotion, to 
captain of same; he was later elect- 
ed by the officers and men of the 
troop to a lieutenancy and on my 
promotion to major of the $first 
squadron of Georgia cavalry, his ef- 
fiency and character as an officer 
and gentleman were again reward- 
ed by his election to the captaincy 
of the troop,” writes Major Seamans. 

The best years of Captain Rudi- 
sail’s life were devoted to the serv- 
ice of his country in the national 
guard. He was an expert rifleman 
and trained his men carefully in 
this art for many years. He was on 
the state rifle team for several 
years, taking part in national 
shoots and was team coach at the 
ant national shoot in Florida in 

915. 

He saw service on the border, but 
during the time prior to the armi- 
stice when all officers had to under- 
goa rigid examination for overseas 
service, Captain Rudisail received 
his distharge on physical disabil- 
ity. This action was highly unsatis- 
factory to Captain Rudisail, who re- 
marked to his brother officers that 
that action was the greatest dis- 
appointment in his life. However, 
managed rie oi efforts to be reinstated 
he enrolled with the Red Cross, with 
which organization he was engaged 
on the event of his death. 

It is thought that constant’ ex- 
nosure to the weather while on the 
border undermined his constitution 
and ultimately caarsed his death.

Ga. Farmers Warned 
Against Increasing 
Acreage in Cotton 


Commissioner of Agriculture J. J. 
Brown has issued a statement to the 
farmers of Georgia warning them 
not to be beguiled by the prevailing 
high prices into increasing acreage 


planted in cotton this year. If they 
will do this, he says, the coming 
season promises to be the most pros.- 
perous for them ever known. ~- He 
Savs: 

“Cotton plantine this year should 
be held close. I believe every farm- 
er should hold it to not more than 
eight acres to the plow and then 
plant early and cultivate intensive- 
ly. In this way he will accomplish 
two things—he will beatt he*® boll 
weevil and he will get a good price 
for his product. 

“Overplanting is not onlv bound 
to mean greater destruction bv the 
weevil, but it will have a tendency 
to depress present prices, just as 
soon as it is known there is a great- 
er acreage. And it will affectt he 
price both of the cotton remainine 
in the hands of the producer and of 
the new crop 

“Preparation of the ground fs well 
‘under way over practically the en- 
tire state. The farmers everywhere 
are getting ready for extremely 
early planting, in order to beat the 
weevil. 

“Farm labor conditions have 
somewhat improved. and, with any- 
thine like good seasons and careful 
attention to cultivation, there is no 
reason why Georgia should not have 
the best agricultural year in her 
history. 

“Of food prodnects, we cannot 
make too much. There is a world- 
wide demand for them at goad 
prices, and the indications are this 
condition will continue for several 
vears to come, It is Georgia’s op- 
portunity not only to repeat, but to 
improve upon her 1919 fod produc- 
tion of mores than $613,000,900, 

“T feel that last year was unfa- 
vorable in many sections of our 
state for the saving of seed oats 
for this year’s crop. Also, the large 
crops to be gathered in other sec- 
tions of the state perhaps prevented 
farmers in those sections from 
acres in oats as

The literarily inclined are very 
much indebted to the Drama leaguc 
and Dudley Cowles, the president, 
who has revived its activities, for 
bringing Mr. Barker, Mr. Walpole 
and Mr. Yeats to lecture to them, 
for, excepting the private view of 
John Masefield during the war and 
M. Brieu’sS conference in French, 


Atlanta has seen no distinguished 
man of letters in the memory of 
the young inhabitants. It has begn 
tantalizing to their admirers /to 
know that Arnold Bennett, Alfreu 
Noye “Lord Dunsany, John Gals- 
worthy and the newly famous Blasco 
on our profitable 
shores, but not practically nearer 
being visible in Atlanta than if 
they had remained in their native 
lands. 

Naturally those whose native land 
is one of the British isles are most 
welcome, for although the mere 
sight of greatness is inspiring, it 
is after all desirable to understand 
their remarks. With some diffi- 
culty most of us can understand 
British, and it is to be hoped that 
the Gaelic Mr. Yeats wili conde- 
scend to speak the hated English 
tongue. 

Irish Literary Revival. 


Yeats represents the Irish literary 
revival to most Americans, and has 
not only his poems and drama to his 
credit, but the fact that it was 
he who inspired J. M. Synge to 
write “The Playboy of the Western 
World,” “Riders to the Sea” and 
other plays that are the glory of 
the contemporary Irish theaters, The 
library has all of Mr. Yeats’ im- 
portant works, although its poverty 
prevents its having as many copies 
of them as it shquld have. Their 
extremely poetic qhality is the chief 
charm of “The Land of Heart’s De- 
sire,” “The Hour Glass” and “Cath- 
leen ni Houlihan,” Mr. Yeats’ dram- 
as. It is only when collaborating 
with Lady Gregory, whose plays 
even a Sinn Feiner could hardly 
call spontaneous outpouring of gen- 
ius, that Mr. Yeats loses his fairy 
touch. ’ 

Granville Barker, on the contrary, 
needs a literary partner if he is 
to be either gay or poetic. “Prunel- 
la,” written in collaboration with 
Laurence Housman, was given by 
the-Players’ club a few summers ag»? 
in Goyernor and Mrs. Slaton’s gar- 
den, Where its charming combina- 
tion of poetic fancy and ironic 
humor achieved a great” success. 
Barker’s adoption of Schnitzler’s 
“Anatol,” that delicious picture of 
once gay Vienna, was one of John 
Barrymore’s great successes, When 
Mr. Barker is entirely unabetted he 
is one of the chief opponents of 
the “intellectual drama,” the Eng- 
lish version of the chief exponents 
of the post-Ibsenian play, chiefly 
ch cterized by its one substantial 
title ‘and its devoted preference for 
characters from the lower middle 
class with a leaning toward the mid- 
lands. “The Voysey Inheritance,” 
“Waste” and “The Marrying of Anns 
Leete” are published together an@ 
have been much read during the 
vogue of “the modern drama.” 


Never Written a Play. 


Although he is sponsored by a 
drama league, Mr. Walpole has not 
to anyone’s knowledge written a 
play. He is one of the seven young 
English novelists often grouped for 
critical purposes as “The Pleiades,” 
but sometimes called by devotees of 
the new novel, “The Seven Dar- 
lings.” A certain Mrs. Gerould in 
a long article in The Yale Review 
boasted of being entirely unable 
to distinguish the novels of them, 
except Compton Mackenzie—and 


| 


that for the unflattering reason 
that he “forced his vocabulary.” 

A good many thousand people are 
able to recognize Mr. Walpole’s suf- 
ficiently well to’admire it ex- 
tremely and particularly to  en- 
joy the atmosphere he is able to 
produce alike of the well ordered 
English home of tradition, the Rus- 
sian capital or the hideous tedium 
of the trenches. Walpole has al- 
ways been such a pet of the library 
that one lady complained of \having 
had “Fortitude” warmly § recom- 
mended to her by every member of 
the staff. Like so many novels of 
the day, “Fortitude” is the story of 
the development from boyhood of 
a novelist, and it is doubtless the 
finest literary achievement of this 
still young writer, but “The Duchess 
of Wrexe” is probably a more gen- 
erally readable book. with its love 
story and its masterful old lady, a 
type so often found in English fic- 
tion that one must believe that she 
exists. 

In his salad days Mr. Walpole was 
as morbid as any youth. To this 
time belongs “The Gods and Mr. 
Perrin,” the story of a schoolmast=2r 
that one hopes is not “asl and

no less a person than a murderer, 
His days in Russia and.on the east- 
ern front have apparently given, Mr. 
Walpole a passionate feeling for 
Russia, revealed in “The Dark For- 
est” and “The Secret City.” Still 
another side of this accomplished 
young man is shown in “The Gold- 
en Scarecrow” and “Jeremy,” pic- 
tures of childhood as charming as 
the glimpses of Peter’s little boy 
in “Fortitude.” It will certainly oe 
most interesting to see Mr. Wal- 
pole “in person” and to surmise 
whether, as one suspects from his 


books, his effects are produced by 
purely literary means. ,

GEORGIA JEWS WILL 
RAISE $300,000 FUND 


Money Will Be Used for Re- 
lief Work in Eastern Eu- 


rope and Palestine. 


—- 


Stirred by reports from the agents 
of the Jewish relief committees in 
Fastern Europe and Palestine, who 
report that more than 6,000,000 peo- 
ple, for the most pdrt old men and 
old women and little children, are 
literally starving, the Jews of 
Georgia will conduct a campaign 
for $300,000, part of a national fund 
of $35,000,000, which will take place 
February 22 to February 29. 

State headquarters as well as 
headquarters for the campaign in 
the city of Atlanta have been es- 
tablished at 142 Peachtree street, 
and the Atlanta Jewry will imme- 
diately organize to collect the city’s 
quota of $100,000. 

Many letters telling of the terrible 
suffering of European Jewry have 
been received bv Atlanta residents 
from relatives abroad, and in addi- 
tion to the call made by the com- 
missioners of the Jewish disbursing 
agencies, reports of the United 
States government and Red Cross 
representatives as well as personal 
letters from Herbert Hoover, head 
of the American mission, and from 
H. W. Davison, head of the Red 
Cross during the war, state that un- 
lese the needed funds are imme- 
diatelv. forthcoming. millions of 
Jews will die from hunger and cold 
this winter.

This fund will be disbursed main- 
ly through honorary = scholarships 
for general education, business, 
technical and agricultural training 
in approved schools, colleges and 
universities throughout the coufne- 
try. in the granting of such schol- 
arships only men wno have recvived 
honorable discharge from the serv- 
ice will be considered. There will 
be taken into account further the 
man’s character, his keenness of ae- 
sire for an education and his actual 
tinancial need. 

In addition to these scholarships, 
there will be projected into ine 
rural communities especially a cum- 
prehensive and carefully plauned 
series of lectures dealing with prob- 
lems of reconstruction in various 
phases of American life. 

A third type of educational aid to 
be extended ex-service men by the 
Y. M. C. A. will be occupational 
guidance. Plans are in making that 
will afford such men opportunity 
of coming into conference With sym- 
pathetic and intelligent business 
and professional men of récugnized 
standing and experience in their 
various communities. 

Georgia’s proportion of this fund 
amounts to $57,000.

In order to assist the authorities | 


in catching automobile thieves and 
also to give the people warning that 
the use of an automobile tag which 
has been lost or stolen and a dupli- 
cate number issued therefor, is a 
misdemeanor, Secretary ‘of State S. 
G. McLendon gaid Saturday that he 
had adopted the policy of publishing 
all lost numbers as well as supply- 


ving them to the sheriffs of the va- 


rious counties. 

He has set apart 1,000 numbers, 
ranging from 26,801 to 36,800, to be 
used as duplicates. All the num- 
bers in this thousand are for cars 
the original tags of which have been 
lost or stolen. Several numbers for 
the year 1920 have already been lost 
and duly outlawed. These are Nos. 
3162, 4051, 1136 and 8607. In lieu 
thereof Nos. 26801 to 26804, inclu- 
sive, have been issued to the owners 
of those cars. It will be the duty 
of anyone finding an outlawed tag 
to return it toi the sheriff of his 
county or to report the use of it, if 
he sees it on a car.

of developing markets. In Geor- 
gia, the state markét bureau is do- 
ing an interesting work and one of 
inestimable value to the farmers 
and others of the state. 
seized upon is that there are buy- 
ers for anything one may have to 
sell if one could but find them and 
that there is a producer or possessor 
of whafever you may wish to buy 
providing you can but get in touch 
with him. So the stgte department 
has undertaken the task of acting 
as a clesring house between buyers 
and sellers and while assuming no 
responsibiilties {in the matter, is 
trying to bring buyers and sellers 
together so that the exchange of 
products will result in the good of 
all concerned. ; 

To accomplish this the market bu- 
reau issues each week or regularly 
a printed bulletinfii which gives un- 
der classified lists the names of 
would-be sellers or buyers of differ- 
ent commodities, whether these be 
of farm products or of manufactur- 
ed articles such as are of use in 
connection with different phases of 
the farming industry. Thus if one 
is in the market for say velvet bean 
seed, he turns upon receipt of his 
market bulletin to the list of seeds 
offered for sale and will find, one 
week or another, the name of some- 
one having beans of different ‘Va- 
rieties to sell and often the price 
will be given. Failing to find this in 


{the course of several issues, he then 


inserts a want ad in his own name 
and those haying beans for sale but 
who have not advertised them will 
no doubt answer his inquiry and his 
wants will be filled. So on with 
whatever thing it may be that one 
may have to buy or sell, if he but 
let the fact be known that he is 
in the market to buy or sell some- 
thing, there is every chance that he 
will find someone who can fill his 
wants or who wants what he ha 

to sell. The idea is a good one, eve 

if it is the same one that is worked 
upon by matrimonial agencies. 
There will no doubt be cases where 
there will be dissatisfaction, but if 
one buys by sample or takes fair 
degree of caution in his — buying, 
there should be no deception that 
will result in much harm or injury 
financially. 

We do not know whether other 
States are following some _ such 
scheme as this or not, but we do 
know that this is a valuable piece 
of work for the farmers of Georgia, 
and think that other states might 
take up the idea with profit. The 
bulletins of the market bureau are 
sent to all who are _  tnterested 
enough tQ write for them by the 
state marketing bureau of Atlanta. 
County Sales Ideas and Market Days 

We are all familiar with the old 
scheme of auction sales which have 
been employed since time immemo- 
rial for the disposal of goods at 
public outcry. Anyone closing out 
a stock of goods in a hurry or any- 
one quitting the farming business, 
or selling out to move to another 
region, have always made usg of the 
auction sale to sell whatever prod- 
ucts they might have on hand or 
did not care to move. Goods and 
chattels seized by sheriffs, and even 
land, is sold at public auction, what- 
_— may be the reason for the 
sale. 

In some counties a monthly sales 
day is set aside for public auction 
of whatever anyone may wish to 
sell, and the first Friday or-the last 
Wednesday of each month or some 
other day given over as sales day 
and all the people of the county 
know that on that day, something 
will be sold and if it is convenient 
for them to do their other errands in 
town on that day, they go with the 


' 
two | 


idea in mind of looking over what is 
offered for sale with intent to pur- 
chase if so be it they find anything 
they need. Those selling land or 
those wishing to dispose of any con- 
siderable amount of goods or gouds 
of great value always advertise in 
the county papers what they will 
offer on next salés day, and the 
reading portion of the population 
thus know in advance just what is to 
be offered at the given time. 

This idea when followed out 
proves to be also of great value to 


| the members of the community as it 
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enables them to sell what they have 
to sell at little expense and gowd 
prices are often obtained if the 
things offered are of good quality: 
sometimes also one can buy good 
bargains in stock or tools if the 
crowd happens to be small and the 
interested buyers few. More coun- 
ties, we think, could with profit take 
up this idea and perhaps enlarge 
upon it so as to get even better re- 
sults than from this scheme liter- 
relly followed. 

Market Hauses and Curb Markets. 

Some of our larger towns and the 
citles very often provide market 
houses, in the stalls of which the 
farmers from the surrounding re- 
sion may spread their products for 
sale. This form’ of market is, of 
eourse, primarily for the sale of 
provisions, fruits, vegetab!es, possi- 
bly grains and meats ow fish. It is 
provided to induce the farmers 
roundabout to grow things for the 
supply of those who live in town, 
and also so that those in town can 
get at reasonable price sci 
which they need to eat direct] m 
the producers. By getting these 
products thus from the _ producer 
and then carryvine them home them- 
selves in their market baskets they 
can live more economically than if 
dependent upon merchants and 
dealers and delivery boys. 

In lieu of the market houses, a 
curb market \ often is established, 
the curb of a certain portion of a 
certain street being set aside for 
the “parking” of the produce 
wagons from the country. Here the 
buyers may pass along from wagon 
to wagon until they find the grade 
or price that suits their 
Oftentimes Wednesdays and 
are set aside for market 
of such products! in larger 
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towns there may be 
from one to three days each week 
devoted to such markets. 
Huckatering or Peddling. 
Another form of marketing which 
is used much in selling eatables 
fresh from the farm is that of ped- 
the products from door to 
over the town or city until

nation-wide aspect has fallen upon 
the country gently, it is reported 
by federal internal revenue offi- 
cials, largely hecause of well-stock- 
ed cellars and the knowledge of 
the accessibility of Cuba, where 
a man may quench his thirst ana 
still be within the law. Meanwhile 
drug stores and candy emporiums 
are reported doing an _ increased 
business where a “wink” at the 
soda fountains nowadays carries no 
more suggestion of a “kick” than 
a dash of ginger. 

Meanwhile, the churches and oth- 
er organizations are celebrating the 
final 
a “campaign” which, they say, last- 
ed 278 years. Next Monday the 
army of clergymen in Greater New 
York, who meet annually fora 
union meeting and who represent 
neariv every sect and creed—Jew- 
ish, Catholic and Protestant—will 
gather here and listen to addresses 
by Federal Prohibition Commission- 
er Kramer, Wayne B. Wheeler, gen- 
eral counsel for the Anti-Saloon 
league, and other notables in the 
“dry” fight.

At these meetings, various speak- 
ers are expected to touch upen some 
of the historical dates of the anti- 
liquor movement in Arperica, which 
had its inception in Maryland in 
1642, when the colony passed a law 
“punishing drunkenness by a fine 
of 100 pounds of tobacco.” Other 
curious events in the struggle to 
give Jonn Barleycorn the count may 
be recalled as follows: 

Pennsylvania colony in 1644 made 
it legal to sell liquor to Indians 
as well as to whites, but a few 
years later Connecticut‘and Rhode 
|Island penalized rum selling to the 
-redskins by imposing heavy fines. 
In 1650 Connecticut passed a Tmw 
forbidding “tippling for more than 


half an hour at a time.” Four 
years later Massachusetts fined tav- 
ern keepers 20 shillings for ca- 
tering toa drunken man. Maryland 
in 1658 voted to put any person 
found drunk 
hours.” Virginia decided “a com- 
}mon drunkard” was any person who 
had been intoxicated three times. 
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times looked too long upon the wine 
when it was red. It became so bad 
that the assembly passed a 
“prohibiting ministers from giving 
| themseéleves to -xcess in drinking or 
‘riot or in playing at uniawfu! 
games.” New Jersey decided in 
1668 tWat no person should be per- 
mitted to drink “after 9 p.m.” 
Massachusetts two years later post- 
ed drunkards’ names in public 
|houses. The Quakers of Pennsy!lv¥e- 
inia and New Jersey in 1685 declar- 
ed against intemperaance. New 
Hampshire in 1700 forbade inn keep- 
ers from permitting “townspeople 
‘from remaining ira theier houses 
| drinking on Saturday night or Sun- 
| day.”

Uncle Sam Legally Dry 
After Fight on Booze 
Which Started in 1642 


ity of a century and a quarter ago. 
in 1785 issued his celebrated essay 
dealing with the effects of alco- 
hol on the body and mind. Four 
years later the first “temperance 
society” in the country was organ- 
ized by 200 farmers in Litchfield 


county, Connecticut. In 1794 the 
“Whisky Rebellion,” in opposition 
to the tax on distilled liquors, broke 
out in western Pennsylvania aad 
was suppressed by the military. In 
1802 congress passed a law enabling 
the president to “take steps to pre- 
vent the traffic in liquor with the 
Indians.” 


The Sober society, founded in Al- 
lentown, N. J., in 1805, was the next 
step towards prohibition, the fore- 
runner of numerous organizations 
founded later for dethroning King 
Alcohol. Not many years after- 
wards the’ American Society for the 
Promotion of Temperanace was or- 
ganized in Boston, 


Following the organization of the 
Conzressional Temperance society 
in Washington, the first national 
temperance convention met in Phil- 
adelphia in 1833. Next year con- 
gress ermacted a law forbidding the 
sale of liquor to Indians under $508 
penalty. The Presbyterian general 
assembly in Philadelphia at that 
time also declared against the 
liquor traffic. Neal Dow, the “fath- 
er of prohibition in Maine,” organ- 
izéd the Maine Temperance union 
in 1837 and in 1839 Connecticut in- 
vented “local option,” by leaving the 
licensing of saloons to the towns 
themselves, 

Inauguration of the Washington 
movement was announced in 1840 
and within a year it reported 100,- 
000 signers of the pledge. In 1842 
Abraham Lincoln, addressing tne 
Washington society, of Springfield, 
Ill., urged “a temperance revolu- 
tion.” The next year Oregon pass- 
ed a prohibitory law but repealed 
it in 1848. In 1843 John B. Gough, 
“arch foe of intemperanace,” began 
to lecture in Massachusetts for 75 
cents a night. Two years later, 
“ensnared by a trick of his ene- 
mies,” he became intoxicated, but 
continued his campaign against 
drink both at home and abroad. 

The democratic legislature of 
Maine in 1846 enacted a prohibitory 
law. In 1848 the Methodist Episco- 
pal church forbade members “buy- 
ing, selling er*drinking intoxicants.” 
Father Matthew, the renowned 
Catholic temperanace advocate, ar- 
rived from Ireland in 1849 and be- 
gan his pledge-signing crusade 
throughout the United States. A 
riot over the license question in 
Chicago called out the militia in 
875. Prohiibtory laws which had 
been passed in several states were 
repealed and in other cases license 
amendments made them ineffective. 

Stand of Lincoln.

In 1911 the Iinois legislature 
enacted a law forbidding drinking 
on trains. The United States su- 
preme court in 1912 handed down 
a decision upholding the constitu- 
tidnality of prohibition for the In- 
dian section of Oklahoma. West 
Virginia about the same time voted 
ttself “dry” by state constitutionai 
amendment. The Webb-Kenyon act, 
prohibiting the shipment in inter- 
State commerce of  intoxteating 
liquors, when liquors were to be 
used tn violation of law, was. pass- 
ed by congress in 1913 over Presi- 
dent Taft’s veto. 

Many states in 1914 adopted state- 
wide prohibition by constitutional 
amendment. The Col do legisla- 
ture in 1915 made it unlawful to 
“advertise wine, beer or liquor any- 
where in the state.” Florida that 
Same year enacted a law forbidding 
“treating.” 

On August 1, 1917, the United 
States senate adopted the resolution 
providing for submission to the 
states of the national prohibition 
amendment to the constitution and 
on the following December 18 simi- 
lar approval was given by the 
states except New Jersey, Connec- 
house of representatives.

Sitions before they seek employ- 
ment, stating that what to do with 
the untrained applicant for work 
is the Y. W.’s greatest problem, 
the bureau having no trouble in 
Placing the trained young woman 
in a good position that will pay her 
a living wage. The demand by all 
employers for trained employes, ac- 
cording to Miss Tucker, is causing 
the untrained young woman to re- 
ali-> more each day wherein she is 


lacking in education as well as in 
training. : 

Secretary Tucker deplores the 
fact that country girls in increas- 
ing numbers, hearing exaggerated 
statements of wages being paid fe- 
male employees in Atlanta, are 
leaving their farm homes and com- 
ing to this city to seek employment. 
The girls are untrained to do a 
definite wage-earning work, the re- 
sult being that they have to take 
positions that pay meagre wage 
that is, if the Y¥. W. employment 
secretary can not persuade them to 
return to their country homes. 

The secretary urges girls to stay 
in school as long as it is possible 
for them to. stay and then if they 
have to go to work, to attend night 
schools. : To get an education first, 
last and above all obstacles. 

She warns girls not to marry so 
young and to regard the divorce 
evil as the greatest evil of the day. 


especially for young women with 
little children, the mothers fre- 
quently not able to support them- 
selves, not to speak of their little 


ones. 
Secretary Tucker begs girls to 


stay in the country at farm homes 
instead of coming to Atlanta, where 
in the end many of them sob out 
their disappointment with their 
heads bowed on the Y. W. employ- 
ment desk. After their country life. 
knowing their neighbors, having 
freedom and blessed with good, 
wholesome food, the country girl in 
most instances finds the city a lone- 
some place.

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Battleships to Cost $35,- 
000,000 Each.

Washington, January 17. —Ob- 
_livious.to the fate of the league | 
. of natione, Uncle Sam ia building 
at the present moment six battle- 
ships and six battle cruisers that 
will be by far the mightiest war- 

ships the world has ever known. 

In respect of armament, armor and 
apeed, though of virutally similar 
displacement, the American vessels 
will outstrip the giant British 
“Hood” combination of battleship 
and battlecruiser, which left the 
Clyde last week. 

The figures of the cost, fight- 
ing-power and engine strength of 
these fabulous American men-of-war 
are staggering to the lay imagi- 
nation. They will di*place over 
43,000 tons. They will represent 
an investment of roundly $35,000,- 
000 apiece. They will carry 16-incn 
60-caliber guns capable of hurling 
projectiles weighing a ton a dis- 
tance of more than 16 miles. They 
will be driven by turbines develop- 
ing 60,000 horsepower, which is 
immeasurably the largest propell- 
ing force ever placed in any ves- 
gel. 

When this dozen mammoth ships 
and six other capital vessels of 
somewhat smaller dimensions, are 
in commission—sometime in 1923 
or 1924—the machinery of ‘the 
United States navy will total 13,- 
000,000 horsepower. What this 
Means will be realized when ex- 
plained that the figure just named 
is eight times as great as the pro- 
peHing force of all the passenger- 
carrying ships now plying the At- 
lanmtic, including ,the big former 
German liners. 

Interesting Names. 

Not the least interesting feature 
of the new battle cruiser—the first 
of this diatinct type that our nava) 
nas ever constructed—is the names 
to be given them. They will re- 
eall the eurliest naval glory that 
came to the stars and atripes in 
revolutionary times and during the 
war of 1813. It has been decided 
to christen them Lexington, Con- 
ate gation, Constitution, Saratoga, 
United States and Kanger. The 
fanger was John Paul Jones’ im- 
mortal ship. The new battleships, 
following tradition, will be named 
after states, supplanting Vessels 
of the same name now or about 
to become obaelete. namely Indiana, 
Bouth bakota, Montana, North 
Carolina, Iowa and* Massachusetts. 
The elase will probably be known 
as “Indiana.”

general average yield per acre of 
sotton, corn, wheat, oats, potatoes, 
hay, forage, tobacco—all crops—will 
be greatly increased. Therein lies 
the gecret of the reduction of the 
cost of production. 

“All crops,” purposely, have been 
repeatedly mentioned. . As a rule, 
cowpeas follow oats or wheat for 
hay, but seldom, if ever, is it deemed 
necessary or desirable, to appiv 
broadcast and carefully harrow in, 
400 pounds per acre of 10-4 goods, 
that is a fertilizer which analyzed 
10 per cent phos. acid and 4 per 
cent putash. And yet such appli- 
cation would enabie any variety 
of the haymaking cowpeas to yield 
from three to four tons of the 
choicest hay per acre. Of course the 
crop should be harvested when tne 
vines are in full bloom. To wait 
until the pods bave fully formed and 
have “fallehi into the sear, the yel- 
low leaf,” o to speak, will be to lose 
quite all the leaves and to have pea- 
vine hay that will fall far below tiie 
mark—-“prime.” 

It is a fact that two-thirds of any 
body or organization or association 
of men are directed and controlled 
by the opinions, suggestions and acts 
of the one-third.

Farm Economics. 


Never, on the continent of Amer!- 
ca, was so much study devoted to 
economics In connection with agri- 
the subject is delved into the more 
waste and loss and inefficiency and 
blundering are discovered. Actual- 
ly, the experts are becoming 
ashamed to think that two hundred 
or three hundred years of farming 
have come and gone in this country 
and farming is very little under- 
stood. 


John CC, Ketcham, a lecturer on 
agricultural topics, has given much 
thought to this subject and recently 
délivered an address before a con- 
vention, of farmers, in which he 
said: 


“The business -side of farming 
must be revoluttonized if the woria 
is to be fed. The farmer is a poor 
business -nan so far as the sale of 
hie pro. ucts is concerned. Our 
preseat eystem of marketing farm 
crops is clumsy and inefficient; it 
is altogether too slow and ylelds 
itself to all forms of corruption, 
gambling, speculation and unjust 
eontrol. It is a refiection upon the 
business sense of. the great body of 
farmers that they tolerate the ex- 
isting methods of doing businesa, 


Transportation Problems, 


“A western railroad president, 
speaking on this matter said: ‘In a 
survey of the distribution of fifty 
average farm crops the producers 
received 47 cents of the consumer's 
dollar; the distributors got 37 cents; 
there was a waste of 12 cents in the 
procesg of distribution and the 
transportation charges amounted to 
4 per cent, 


“We shall not have things regu- 
lated as they ought to until we 


There is unrest in the cities. What 
is the trouble? The high cost of 
living.’ 

“What is the remedy? Cheap farm 
products and higher wages paid to 
the laboring man, according to the 
city viewpoint. This will not stand 
the test of logic. Lower prices for 
farm crops will drive still more 
men from the farms into the city, 
and that will force the -elevel of 
prices still higher, because there 
will be fewer people to produce. 
You kill the thing you desire to 
cure. 

“There are three factors in dis- 
tribution. The idealist says the one 
thing to be considered in distribu- 
tion is service. The practical- 
minded man says you must not al- 
ways consider service, but pay a 
man a reasonable profit for doing

at profit, but we have gone over 
into the realm of control, so that 
distributors of food products are 
the people that first determine the 
price to be paid to the original pro-

It is now a good time to set out 
trees, shrubs ai.d vines. Choose. 
land for ffuit known to be free 
of “root-knot.”

These two 
pests are very bad south of Augus- 
ta-Macon-Columbus line. 

Always choose the higher lying 
lands’ for fruit, preferably with 
some clay in it. Don’t plant and 
don’t expect fruit unless you spray, 
prune and fertilise. Piant June 
buds for peaches and always buy 
the medium size nursery stock. Big 


trees aré more costly and transplant | 


with djtficulty and make fruit no 
sooner — 

At the time of planting use noth- 
ine but slowly available fertilizers 
with the soil in the hole. One pound 
to one’and a half pounds of bona 
meal or a mixture of an ingredient 
containing cotton seed meal and 
acid phosphate. In applying sta- 
ble manure, nitrate of soda or sul- 
phate of ammonia, spread the ap- 
plication on top of the ground in a 
circle at least eighteen inches from 
thé tree. 


Garden Notes for January. 


The following crops should be 
planted this month: Cabbage, cauli- 
flower, kale, mustard, onion sets, 
parsnips, English peas and radish. 
In south Georgia the following 
crops should also be planted: As- 
paragus, lettuce, Irish potatoes and 
spinach, 

Sow the cabbage, lettuce, radish, 
beet, onion seed in cold frames for 
early planting. 

The hot-bed in north Georgia and 
middle Georgia should be started 
now if it has not already been done. 

For artificial heat use nothing 
but fresh horse manure. 

Now is the time to prepare for a 
good spring garden to meet the high 
prices of food stuffs. A large sur- 
plus should be produced because 
a ready market can be found for 
good vegetables. When manure 
is uséd, it should be well rotted. 

Be sure and have garden tools, 
spray material and spray apparatus 
in readiness for early crop of veg- 
etables, The compressed air spray- 
ers are recommended. They are 
from 30 3% gallons capacity. Get 
brase tanks as these will outlast 
8 to 6 of the kalvanized tanks and 
cost a few dollars more. 

For controlling the cabbage worm 
use one pound of arsenate of lead 
(nowdered) to 60 gallons of water. 
If you will use two bars of the 
cheapest laundry soap to the solu- 
tion you will find that the solution 
will adhere to the leaves more 
readily. Do not be afraid of pol- 
son. It would require five barrels 
of cabbage at the above strength 
to even cause the slightest stomach 
ache. 
use one ounce to one gallon of wa- 
ter.—George H. Firor, field agent 
in horticulture. 


Purebreds Increasing 
In the Ball Clubs 


Purebred cows in bull association 
herds have increased 249 per cent 
since 1918, according to the bull as- 
sociation directory recently compil- 
ed by the United States department 
of agriculture. The records for 


1918 show that the number of cows 
‘owned by members of bull associa- 


tions was 19,248, of which 597, or 
5.5 per cent. were purebreds; while 
the records for 1919 show the total 
number ef cows wee 18,244, of which 
2,086, or 11.43 per cent, were pure- 


| breda. 


Comparing only these association-« 
which reported in both 1918 and 
1919, it is found that in 1918 there 
were 4€@59 purebreds, and in 191% 
1,001 purebreds, or an increase of 
118 per cent.

“Farms are aS much @ part of ths 
life of cities as manufacturing. in- 
dustries,” he stated. 

“For instance, Knoxville drawa tts 
trade from fifty or more counties 
| surrounding it. I have prepared the 
following with reference to this sec- 
tion: 

“In fifty counties there are 150,000 
farms (3,000 to the county on the 
javerage). Each farm has on tne 
‘average 100 acres. Eath = acre 
grows crops for food, raiment or 
home. Therefore each one of the 
16,000,000 acres is a manufacturing 
plant and each farm a factory unit. 
The capital invested in these farms 
is $375,000,000. if each acre were 
worth only $25. Aside from the 
capital stock of $275,000,000, each 
farm has an annual turn over (in- 
come and expense) of $2,000, or the 
(150,000 farms have a circulating 
i capital of $300,000,000 per year. 

Increase in Ten Years, 

“In ten years the per acre valua- 
tion will have increased to $40 and 
ithen the capitai stock will have 
increased to 8600,000,000, or an ine« 
‘crease of $22,500,000 per year.” This 
‘is not all,” he continued. “With 
good county agents in every county 
'the turn-over per farm can be in- 
/creased in ten years to $4,000 per 
year and the circulating annual in- 
|vestment will then have reached 
| $600,000,000. or an annual increase 
(Of $30,000,000.” 

These figures show that farming 
'is the fundamental industrial en- 
i'terprise of the country.

Order Lime in Advance. 


Farmers probabiy will not be able 
to secure lime to meet their agricul- 
tural needs if they wait about or- 
dering it until they are ready to ap- 
ply it. Under old conditions, com- 
panies supplying agricultural lime 
recognized spring and late summer 
as the two periods of demand, and 
farmere have ordinariiy ordered 
their lime at the time they wished 
to appl yit, in order to same time 
andwork by including hauling from 
the railroad station and applying to 
the land in one operation. Under 
present conditions, says the United 
States department 0 agriculture, 
lime manutacturers are no longer 
able to adjust their business to this 
practice. Owing to shortage of la- 
bor in their own plants and trans- 
portation ‘difficulties, last-minute 
deliveries can no longer be made 
with certainty. 

For these reasons the department 
of agricuiture urges that spring 
needs be anticipated and that orde:s 
for lime be placed at once. Dealers 
and manufacturers should have ad- 
vanced information as to farmers’ 
needs so that orders can be com- 
bined and car space used to the best 
advantage. Delay in ordering may 
result in failure to obtain the lime 
until too late. 

It is( moreover, the desire of the 
railroad administration that the sea- 
son for delivery of lime, which has 
heretofore been from March to May, 
be extended to include the period 
from January to May, in order to 
relieve, as far as possible, the exist- 
ing car shortage.

Harvesting Onions. 


As soon as the neck of the onion 
bulb loses its stiffness sufficiently 
to allow the top to drop over readily 
the onion is ready to harvest. It is 
best to allow the tops to dry out as 
much as circumstances will permit 
before harvesting, since this will 
help to reduce the trouble from 
storage rots. If the fiela matures 
unevenly it is Well t ostart pulling 
when most of the plants have reach- 
ed this stage. An unusual amount 
of rainy weather just previous to 
harvest may postpune tue ripening 
and tend to cause an overproauctionu 
of “scailions” or “stiftfnecks.” These 
sfiould not be placed in storage, but 
sorted out and sold as soon as pos-« 
sible. In such event the cucting of 
the roots with a wheel hoe will ienu 
to hasten maturity. In cupping or 
twisting the tops a neck 1 or 2 
inches iong shouid be ieit, to avoid 
the exposure of the succulent tissue 
of the fiesny scales of the bulb. 
Care shouid be taken to avoid brnisa- 
ing*tne bulbs and thus opening tne 
way for the oiganisms wnich cause 
decay. The milling of bottom sets 
betore stovage causes ai certain 
amount of bruising-and lowers the 
Keeping quality.

Influence of Certain Factors | 
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Control of the Root-Knot 
Nematode on the Peach 


Peach trees are very susceptible 
to the attacks of the microscopic 
worms, or nematodes, which caus« 
root-knot; therefore, this parasite 
should be considered when the hom: 
or commercial orchard are being 
planned. 


The root-knot nematode is para- 
site o& more than five hundred wild 
and cultivated pints. and is, theres 

in any soil which 
a been under cultivation for some 
time. 


New land recently cleared of tim- 
ber, especially if it is above the 
level of the surrounding cultivated 
fields, is more apt to be free from 
natural infestation of the root-knot 
nematode, and if other conditions 
are favorable such land would be 
preferable for a new peach orchard. 


The planting of peach trees in the 
home garden where lettuce, carrots, 
beans, tomatoes, etc., are badly in- 
fested with root-knot, may prove 
a waste of time and money, for such 
soil is so heavily infested with 
nematodes that the young trees are 
attacked and stunted from the start 
and never produce sufficient fruit to 
justify the space they occupy in the 
garden. 

If there is doubt whether a piece 
is infested with root-knot 
an eXamination of the roots of 
biennial or perennial plants which 
oceupy the soil. will generally dis- 
close the presence of parasite nema 
todes if they are there in any num- 
bers. f growers-are in doubt as 
to the identity of root-knot. they 
may send suspected plants to th: 
Georgia experiment station for 6x- 
amination, and will receive a report 
on same. ’

Making Sure of Binder Twine 


The United States has long de- 
pended for much of its supply of 
binder twine on henequen from 
Yucatan. The uncertainty of the 
supply during the past several years 
has caused serious anxiety lest there 
should not be enough binder twine 
to harvest the increasing crops of 
grain in this country, and the 
Unitea States department of agri- 
culture has been making diligent 
efforts to find ne wsources of sup- 
ply or new regions where binder 
twine fibers may be produced. The 
chief of the bureau of plant industry 
reports encouraging results. The 
conditions in limited areas, extreme 
southern Florida and on the larger 
keys, are regarded as suitable for 
the production of sisal and hene- 
quen ribers, provided the cost of 
land and of labor is not too high to 
permit successful competition. Hene- 
quen has be cultivated success- 
fully for several years in Cuba and 
the plantations are being increasel. 
but thus far they produce scarcely 
enough fiber to supply the cordage 
mills on the island. Conditions are 
regarded as favorable for the pro- 
duction of binder -twine fibers in 
limited areas-in Haiti and over a 
much larger area in southern Santo 
Domingo. Experimental plantings 
in Porto Rico have resulted in the 
establishment of.a commercial plan- 
tation near Yauco and trial plant- 
ings near Quebradallas and on 
Mona Island have given promising 
growth. In the virgin lands excel- 
lent condiitons for the cultivation of 
Sisal have been found on St. Croix. 
In the Philippines the introduction 
of modern fiber-cleaning machines 
has resulted in increased plantings 
of sisal and private capital has 
bought and installed machines to de- 
velop the industry in a larger scale.

In Swine Breeding 


With the aid of the extension loan 
has been created by 
public-spirited citizens of North 
Carolina for financing’ worthy boys:

After a 
four-acre plot suitable for _ the 
demonstration has been decided on 
and plans have been completed for 
improving it, an approved note is 
given by the youthful stock-raisér 
to cover the purchase price of a 
sow, the cost of feneing, seéding and 
erecting one or two coluny houses. 
The pig and the imprvvements are 
then purchased with muney advanc- 
ed from the extension loan fund, 

The plan contempiates raising 
pigs to the age of eight monthas 
All animals used-in the, demonstra- 
tions are to be purebr«ds. The first 
North Carolina farmer tu whom this 
proposal was presented instantly 
agreed to co-operate and set aside 
for his child four acres near, the 
highway along which many peopl 
pass.

THE PAPER SITUATION. 


Wisconsin newspaper publishers 
have initiated concerted action to 
impress upon congress the neces- 


sity of an appropriation with 
which the government may conduct 
tests and experiments by which to 
discvover an effective and practical 
means of combating the destructive 
wood pulp fungus. 

The Wisconsin Daily league ex- 
plains in representations made by 
it to congress that paper manufac- 


culture, in an article appearing else-. 


making, as is the spruce of the re- 
gions farther north, although the 
supply is plentiful. 

Is there not some process to be 
disclosed by scientific research 
and experimentation whereby the 
objectionable characteristics of our 
Appalachian wood can be overcome 
or eliminated to the end that these 
forests may become a great addi- 
tional source of paper material 
supply? 

Another possible source of paper 
supply is the cotton fields of the 
south. 

Every year enough wood fiber in 
the form of cotton stalks is plowed 
under in the cotton fields between 
Texas and Virginia to provide pa- 
per for most of the newspapers of 
the country if it could be utilized! 

And this possible source of sup- 
ply is not like forest trees, which, 
once cut, are gone forever; it 
comes every year—and, under ex- 
isting conditions, is every year 
plowed under and wasted. 

The fiber of cotton stalks is 
well adapted to the manufacture 
of pulp and paper. That has been 
proven and demonstrated. 

The making of paper of cotton 
stalks, then, is simply a question 
of utilizing them upon a commer- 
cially advantageous basis. 

The first and main consideration 
is the development of a practical 
and cheap method of decortication, 
the separation of the bark from 
the fiber of the stalks at a cost 
that will not make the operation 
commercially prohibitive. 

The government should do every- 
thing within its power not only to 
conserve the paper material sup- 
ply as suggested by the Wisconsin 
publishers in their appeal to con- 
gress, but also to develop possible 
new sources from which paper 
may be produced. 

Canada is now the chief source 
of paper pulp supply. The increase 
of Canadian production and the 
corresponding decrease of the 
United States production, are as- 
suming such marked proportions 
as to make it practically certain 
that the paper pulp industry in 
this country will become extinct 
in the region east from the Rocky 
mountains within a few decades, if 
something is not done to protect it. 

This government should exhaust 
every possible resource at its com- 
mand to that end.

Traveling through Palestine I 
was astonished to see numerous 
herds of cattle and flocks of sheep 
on the hillside. Reports coming 
out of Syria had declared that all 
the live stock of the country had 
either been devoured by the Turk- 
ish army or else eaten by the peo- 
ple to avert starvation. This loss 
had been represented as a basic 
cause of continuing destitution. 


Yet here were the black cattle 
and the black sheep and black goats, 
apparently as fat and numerous as 


ever, and tended by well fed, merry 
youngsters, while  thejr parents 
worked in the fields gathering the 
abundant harvest. ow had live 
stock and people escaped? 


“Go East,” and Live. 
“They fled to the east,” was the 
succinct answer of a friend who re- 
sided in Jerusalem throughout the 


war. The primitiveness and mobil- 
ity of native Syrian life explained 
this as well as other survivals. 
When the Turkish army arrived and 
began its confiscation the eople 
simply took their animals and fam- 
ilies and migrated across the Jor- 
dan, in patriarchial style, to the 
safety of the Bedouin country. 
Turkish authority did not actually 
extend beyind the Mecca railway, so 
the people removed themselves out 
of the reach of the invaders and 
took refuge in the hospitality of 
the Arabs. 

As to “go west” in France meant 
to die, so the “go east” in Syria 
meant to live. Later, when the 
Turks were driven out, the people 
returned in safety to their own 
homes. 

Absorbed by the Soil. 

This is the sort of thing that 

makes a westerner wonder at the 


Orient. Two years ago Syria was 
in dire destitution. Now it is fat 
and affluent, and, save for mem- 


ories of its dead, better off in many 
sections, like Palestine, than before 
the war. Some Americans still 
think’ of the Holy Land as covered 
with the dead and the dying, where- 
as there are fewer beggars than 
normally. 

How can people lately so desti- 
tute recover with such quickness? 
The answer is two-fold—their sim- 
ple life and their closeness to a no- 


madic existence. The Armenian 
deportations should logically have 
killed every victim, but these peo- 
ple, and especially the peasants, 
have always lived in a primitive 
way. The Oriental is clofer to 
the soil than the Occidental. He 
can get along with less food and 
fuel afiidd furnishing than a more 
Pampered person. So when a heavy 
blow falls, as it did during the 
war, he is better able to endure it, 
A Reward of the Simple Life. 
The friendly soil is absorbing back 
into its normal processes the recent 
exiles, because they never were far 
away fromit. The Syrian peasant 
has a meager housekeeping equip- 
ment, only a few degrees above that 
of the Bedouin. His home has not 
become encumbered with the appli- 
ances of civilization. When he 
moves he does not have to carry a 
kitchen stove and a hot water sys- 
tem and electric devices and an 
elaborate pantry with him. 
Therefore when he comes back 
he needs little to set him going 
agaim His house is simple, and to 
be built by himself and his neigh- 


bors. His essential furniture is 
not much, and his farming utensils 
are of the crudest sort. Merciful- 
ly, consequently, he is able to start 
life anew with an equipment unbe- 
lievably simple. This makes possi- 
ble the wonders of rehabilitation of 
American relief agencies.

Men and Business

A simple announcement comes 
from Wilmington, Del, that the 
capitalization of the General Motors 
Corporation has been increased to 
more than $1,000,000,000, making it 
the largest industrial concern in the 
world. 

There is a lot of romance back 
of the General Motors. Its guiding 
spirit is William C. Durant, a quiet, 
smooth-shaven little man, who is 
the “wizard of the automobile 
world” and who, by the same token, 
is one of the richest men in the 
world, although few persons have 
known it. 

Mr. Durant is a New Engiander. 
The “C” in his name stands for 
Crapo. He traces back to one of 
the Pilgrim fathers. He went out 
to Michigan when he was a young-~- 
ster. When he was twenty-one 
he had the management of a town 
that had fallen into bad financial 
condition turned over to him, and 
he put the town on its feet in short 
order. 

While still a young man he was 
the largest maker of vehicles in the 
world. The Durant-Dort wagon or 


buggy, or whatever you might term 
it, was his creation. His first auto- 
mobile was the Buick. Now he has 
the Buick, the Cadillac, the Oakland, 
the Chevrolet and various others. 

He hasn’t had smooth sailing all 
the time. 

Some years ago he came near dis- 
aster through too much prosperity. 
His automobile business was grow- 
ing at such a rapid rate that he had 
to build great extensions to his 
plants and make very large invest- 
ments. The automobile business is 
peculiar in that there has to be a 
tremendous outlay before there is 
any income. You have to 
your steel and other materials that 
enter into the making of a car. You 
have to pay labor costs, transpor- 
tation costs, etc. Then there is a 
very heavy expense connected with 
the selling. This includes adver- 
tising, sales rooms, salesmen and s0 
forth. In addition, a large percent- 
age of cars has to be sold on time. 
You have miliions of dollars out 
before you get a dollar in. 

Mr. Durant’s business was grow- 
ing so rapidly that he was being 
swamped. He needed $15,000,090 for 
extensions to his piants at Flint, 
Mich. He went to Wall street to 
float a bond issue for that amount. 
Just about that time Wall street be- 
came bearish on the auto. Whether 
it was through financiers breaking 


circumstances is not quite clear, 
but. as a result of his negotiations 
in Wall street. Mr. Durant had to 
accept about $8,000,000 cash for his 
$15,000,000 of bonds, giving a very 
large amount of stock as a sweet- 
ener, and, in addition, turn his com- 
pany over to a voting trust for five 
years together with resigning the 
presidency. 

In those five years Mr. Durant 
never went into the offices of the 
General Motors Co. nor did he at- 
tend a meeting of the voting trus- 
tees, but at the end of five years 
he went into an annual meeting of 
the company and astounded the 
people whe had taken control of the 
co ration from him by voting a 
majority of the stock. 

Since then, the development of 
the General Motors has been one of 
the marvels of the latter-day in- 
dustrial history. 

A few years ago the du Ponts be- 
came interested in the corporation, 
which has mammoth plants in Flint, 
Detroit, Pontiac, Lansing, Saginaw 
and other cities. 

Not so many years ago Edwin O. 
Wood, secretary of the Chevrolet 
Co., made an inventory of Mr. Dur- 
ant’s holdings. They represented 
$134,000,000. Since that time the 
value of General Motors stock, of 
which Mr. Durant is a very large 
holder, has increased enormously. 

For a man of great wealth, Mr. 
Durant is singular in the fact that 
he does a day’s work before most 
business men get to their offices. 
His office used to be at Fifty-sev- 
enth street and Eleventh avenue, 
New York, down alongside the 
tracks of the New York Central 
Railroad. Now he is in much finer 
quarters in Broadway. It was his 
custom to be in his office at 5 a. m. 
He would get through his mountain 
of mail and plan the work of his 
assistants before the main force 
arrived. 

He is mild-mannered, soft-voiced 
and keen-eyed. He has made many 
predictions in relation to the auto- 
mobile industry. When he began 
forecasting its growth he was con- 
sidered visionary, but as prophecy 
after prophecy was realized and 
more than realized, he was christ- 
ened the “wizard of the automobile 
world.” 

Great prosperity has not changed 
him He works as hard as he ever 


did, and it isn’t likely, now that his 
company has become the greatest 
industrial corporation in the world,

Had Robert Edward Lee. never 
commanded the armies of Northern 
Virginia, we would still have the 
story of a life of such thrilling in- 
terest, of pictures of such winsome 
charm, and of scenes of such his- 
toric importance, as to make a biog- 
raphy of one of the most fasci- 
nating and dramatic personalities 
in American history. Yet so identi- 
fied has his name become in our 
thought with the eat Civil War 
of ‘61-‘65 that the e of 1807-1860 
is scarcely known to this genera- 
tion. May I be pardoned, upon the 
threshold of another anniversary 
of the birth of this peerless per- 
sonality, for simply suggesting the 
outline of this fascinating story of 
what might be called the neglected 
Lee? 

WHERE HISTORY 
WAS BORN. 

If Virginians are proud of their 
past, surely it is a pardonable 
weakness. There is the little coun- 
ty of Wesmoreland, lying between 
the Rappahannock and the Poto- 


mac, which has produced enough 
great men to have wellnigh sat- 
isfied the thirst for glory, of a 
whole nation. Here was born 
George Washington. Within an 
hour’s ride are the birth-places of 
Madison and Monroe, of Charles 
Lee, Washington's attorney gen- 
eral, and. Arthur Lee, the accom- 
plished diplomatist, who negotiated 
the treaty between the olonies 
and France. And there stands the 
old mansion of Stratford. In the 
same room were born “Light-horse 
ett Lee, the mover of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, Francis 
Lightfoot Lee, one of the signers 
of that immortal instrument, Syd- 
ney Smith Lee, one of the bright- 
est ornaments of the American 
navy, and, on January 19th, 1807, 
Robert Edward Lee. 


THE BOY WHO WAS 


FATHER OF THE MAN. 

There are two significant scenes 
in his boyhood, The family had 
moved to Alexandria. The father 
was on his last voyage to the West 
Indies for his health, the elder 


brother in the navy, and the other 
brother at Oxford university. Young 
Robert was a boy at school. It is 
here we catch a glimpse of him 
running home with the same eager- 
ness as for the playground in the 
afternoon; but instead. of that, he 
is carrying his invalid mother in 
his arms to her carriage, with the 
strength of a young giant and the 
tenderness of a woman. And on 
that drive he is bubbling over with 
nonsense and laughter, for he sage- 
ly tells this sweetheart-mother, 
“If you are not cheerful the ride 
will do you no good.” No wonder 
the mother exclaims a few years 
afterwards when he leaves to enter 
West Point, “How can I live with- 
out Robert?’ He is both son and 
daughter.” 

And here is another revealing 
picture. When he came back from 
West Point, a brilliant graduate, 
he took the time to carry old “Nat,” 
his mother’s faithful negro coach- 
man, dying with consumption, to 
this sunny land of Georgia, and 
nursed him to the end. And I thin 
I hear Robert ‘Mdward Lee saying 
to the young men of this genera- 
tion, “Even as the Father sent me, 
so I send you.” For, as he bore the 
old negro slave upon his heart, 
even so should we bear the sons of 
old “Nat,” with a sacred sense of 
responsibility’ for their welfare. 
These two pictures are prophesies 
of his after-life. As he turns his 
back upon the play-ground to bear 
his mother to her carriage; or 
leaves his career to carry an old 
negro servant to Georgia, so in the 
ears to come will he turn his 
ack upon the offer of the supreme 
command of a nation’s army, with 
its certain triumph, chosing rather 
to suffer defeat with his own be- 
loved people. ; ) 


ARLINGTON AND 
MOUNT VERNON. 

Upon his graduation from West 
Point as lieutenant in the Engineer 
corps, he was stationed at Fortress 
Mohroe Two years afterward he 


married Miss Custis, daughter of 
the adopted son of George Washing- 
ton, and heiress of Arlington. 
Arlington! Romance, poetry and 
history are forever associated with 
the sacred shades of this ideal home, 
Arlington suggests Mt. Vernon, as 
Lee suggests Washington. These 
two stately mansions, crowning the 
banks of the Potomac, and over- 
looking our national capital, cli- 
maxed with its circled dome of 
whitened glory, are fitting symbols 
of the source of our national great- 
ness.

Washington. January 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Many times since the armis- 
tice the question of Germany's fu- 
ture attitude toward the world has 
been raised and many and varying 
answers have been given. On the 
whole, Americans’ have tended to 
argue that German militarism has 
been crushed, while Europe, and 
particularly France, has remained 
akeptical. 

Perhaps the most illuminating 
document that has yet been sub- 
mitted exists in the form of a let- 
ter written by Matthias Erzberger, 
the leadér of the German center 
party, and the man who signed the 
armistice for Germany. This letter 
was written six months after that 
armistice had been signed in the 
latter part of April, when the Paris 
oonference was reaching the end of 
ites labors. It was sent by Erzber- 
ger to many prominent Germans, 
and supplies an amazing and au- 
thentie evidence of the state of the 
(jerman mind at that moment. 

Thia letter has never before been 
published and no further introduc- 
tion ig necessary than to point out 
that the man who wrote it as early 
as the summer of 1917 proclaimed 
himself a champion of peace, tak- 
ing @& prominent part in that Ger- 
man peace demonstration in the 
reichstag. out of which was evolved 
he formula, “Peace without annex- 
ations or indemnities:” that his 
words and his course were hailed 
in entente countries and particularly 
n the United States as evidence of 
change of heart on the part of 
vermany. Remembering then that 
liraberger had identified himself as 

“liberal” German. the letter which 
Yollows will naturally suggest an 
inquiry as to what the true Prus- 
siam militarist thought and thinks:

"9. When our nationalist desires, 
in 1870, joined Alsace, aad parts of 
Lorraine, to Germany, it was not 80 


much the French nationalist senti- 
ments which were struck, as the 
Alsatians weer of Germanic descent 
and speech; it was rather the feel- 
ing, which had been handed down 
from the Middle Ages to the pres- 
ent time, the conception of the 
Charlemagnean western kingdom, 
extending from the Rhine to the 
ocean. Behind all the revenge lit- 
erature we must seek this underlying 
thought of recovery of this great 
continental power,as it had existed 
from Wittikind to Charlemagne the 
Great. and which German kultur 
had victoriously joined to the Bis- 
marckian and Wilhelminan eastern 
kingdom. 

“10. And now, when the old dream 
was nearly realized, the Rhine 


frontier will. from principle; no 
longer be spoken of; it has been 
handed down to them, with their 
present stand, in order to appreciate 
the situation. 


STRUGGLE BETWEEN 
TWO GREAT FACTORS. 


“1. The estimate of damage has 
become more precise and, there- 
fore, more dangerous. We must 


protest against it with all the 
strength and all the means in our 
power.

“13. As, at that time, the conti- 
mental power won, 80 will it once 
more gain the upperhand.

in the essence of things, the strug- 
gle of the giants is ever harder and 
longer. At thia time we may com- 
pare ourselves with the Romans 
affer the battle of Cannae, when 
Hannibal stood before the gates. 
Everything appeared to be lost. And 
yet the Romans were destined to be 
victors in this war for dominion, 
for the power beyond the seas had in 
itself the seed of death. The 
Romans knew this. And it is the 
same with us, Germany must re- 
member that the present war is 
nothing else than an episode itn the 
atremaic with the Angle-Saxon race 
for world dominion; an episode 
which has developed in a manner 
which is net absolutely te our disad- 
vantage.

“14. In apite of the intoxication of 
victory, France, in the coming years, 
will be weaker than she was before 
the war.

Quite different 
is it. even if not unfavorable to us, 
with the second cornerstone of the 
Anglo-Saxons on the continent, the 
Poles. Thanks to our century-long, 
wise Fastern policy, this second fac- 
tor existed merely in theory before 
the war.

“15. The Poles, as outpost for An- 
glo-French policies, did not exist 
before the war, and are.now about

Here our position has un- 
doubtedly weakened, but even here 
much has developed to favor us. It 
Was very satisfactory to us that our 
deadly enemies, the Czechs, shouid 
fight the Poles in Teschen. The 
Poles were naturally enraged and 
the result is that we need have no 
fear of an alliance between these 
two races, both enemies of ours. 

“16. This advantage came to us 
quite unexpectedly and may be 
placed on thé side of clear. winnings. 
And there is another anti-Polish-el- 
ement in the East, which we worked 
for and in which we-have put capi- 
tal—the Ukrainians. 

“17. We must give the Austrians 
the credit for having stirred up the 
Ukrainians, but the support and the 
entire structure came from Ger- 
many, both before and during the 
war. Without us the Ukrainians 
would not today be against the 
Poles. It is to the lasting credit 
the ‘Ostmarkenvereines’ that, 
even when the immediate breaking 
out of war was not thought of, they 
always insisted upon the necessity 
of not taking measurés against the 
Poles in Prussia, but to raise up 
enemies for them in the east on the 
borders of the former Polish King- 
dom. True, Russia directed her 
Polish policy in our favor and often 
under our direct influence, but that 
might change. At any rate, the 
forethought for the Ukrainian-Lith- 
uanian work was, during the war, 
proven to have been excellent. Both 
Lithuania and Ukrainia refused to 
become part of the former Polish 
kingdom. 

“Our active assistance has torn 
from the Poles almost the whole of 
east Galicia and delivered it to our 


eastern partisans. Publications of 
ali kinds, in various languages, in 
regard to the Lithuanian and 
Ukrainian question, will, through 
us be spread throughout neutral 
and enemy countries. . .. In cer- 
tain entente countries, especially, 
naturally, in America, the sources 
are those which form public opin- 
ion by gereral news on the Lith- 
uanian and Ukrainian question. The 
great success of our efforts on this 
territory permits us to hope for at- 
tainment of our ends. What Ger- 


man state philosophers ingeniously 
created as theories, as well as al! 
that has been brought into practical 
being by German politicians, both 
from Vienna and Berlin, is still 
young. The conception of the 
“Poles” is very old. For a time 
stricken from state dictionaries. it 
need only be freshened. It is no 
newcomer on the Kuropean political 
horizon. Most countries need mere- 
ly look back in their achives in or- 
der to learn the role played by the 
Poles. It is different with our new- 
ly created allies, the Lithuanians 
and especially the Ukrainians. [t 
is an immense gain for us that they 
have been created and also that 
they not only are not united with 
the Poles in policy, but are against 
them. But we must not forget that 
these young and promising plants 
must be well cared for and sup- 
ported if they are to be further 
developed. Our propaganda must 
not stop for an instant in strength- 
ening the self-consciousness of this 
creation and to turn it against the 
Polish element. This will not rest 
On Single, energetic action on our 
part. This will also come iato con- 
sideration, as, for instance, the at- 
tack on the Poles in east Galicia, 
which was and still will be wisely 
and energetically supported by us. 
But the main thing is constant 
propaganda for years to come, The 
Signing of peace, which may be 
formally done, does not, of course, 
mean an ead to the development of 
our political ends. The Lithuanian 
and Ukrainian affairs will always 
be of great impotrance to us. It 
is &@ question of two points of sup- 
port for our policy in regard to 
Russia. 


“18. In all these eastern questions 
we must not forget that they all 
hang together and each in itself 
is merely a part of the great Rus- 
sian ptoblem for us, just as this is 
merely the last step in the account 
to be settled with the Anglo-Saxons 
and toward the world dominion. 


POLAND MUST 
BE WEAKENED. 


“19. We need Lithuania and Lkra- 
infa as German outposts, as Poland 
must be weakened. As France in 


the west, so Poland in the east, is 
the cornerstone of Anglo-Saxon con- 
tinental power. Poland guarded. the 
way te Russia is closed. If we suc- 
ceed in keeping Poland down, it will 
mean enormous gains for us. In the 
first place, France’s position on the 
continent is, in the long run, un- 
tenable: second, the way to Russia is 
then open. That is, even for a blind 
man, Germany's fature.

French Explorer Gives Views 
on Proposed British

Paris, January 9%.—Jean Charcot, 
th French antarctic explorer, has 
given his views on. the projected 
British expedition to the south pole 
by way of the air. Dr. Charcot 
thinks hag ero feasible and much 
t 


(The 


easier th crossing the Atlantic, 
“In sixteen hours,” he says, “an 
airplane can cover a thousand 
miles, which has hitherto demanded 
months to accomplish. .I well re- 
member on my return from my sec- 
ond expedition in 1910 the. first 
whaler we met told u of Bleriot’s 
crossing the channel and at once my 
companions any myself felt that 
conquest of the pole by air was 
within tangible reach. In 1912 I 
met Vedrines~ at Pau and he be- 
sieged me with questions regarding 
the south pole. He had already con- 
ceived the idea of attempting to 
reach it.” 

Dr. Charcot thinks it probable 
the British explorerse will attack 
the south pole as Captain Scott did, 
from Ross bay. They will, he says, 
have first to cross an icy plateau 
of about 500 miles. The barrier pass- 
ed, they will find themselves before 
an escarpment, whose summit in 
parts may surpass 7,800 feet. Then 
they will have to cross half of the 
Skullcap around the pole, about 375 
miles to reach the culminating.point 
of about 10,500 feet. Asked whether 
he thought it possible to make the 
flight as a non-stop, Dr. Charcot 
replied: 

“Of course that is possible, but 
British explorers may and probably 
will prefer to do it by stages. 

“In any case, the expedition, in 
my opinion, can only yield scientific 
results if they are able to make a 
stay at the pole and fly above it. 
In this case the discoveries will be 
of the highst ihterest in all domains 
of sicence, magnetic, geographic, 
aerial, etc. If it is only a case of 
quickly going and returning the 
expedition becomes merely a tour de 
force, advisable assuredly, but the 
English are too practical to confine 
themselves to a barren flight.” 

As to landing difficulties, Dr. 
Charcot Said there were none to be 
feared, as the ice was not moving as 
at the north pole. The airplane 
should be fitted not with wheels or 
floats, but with broad skis. _ 

The. real risk, in Dr. Charcot’s 
opinion, comes from the storms of 
wind and snow which are the heroic 
scott’s undoing.

cans, the Italian-Americans, the 
British-Americans and others of for- 
eign descent whose votes, supposed 
to be influenced by Old World con- 
cerns, are desired by political man- 
ipulators next November. man 
may be a good American and sup- 
port the treaty without reserva- 
tions, or with vreservations, or op- 
pose it utterly.) But po man is a 
good American who favors it be- 
cause he lovés England or France 
or Germany or any other country 
better than America, or oppose it be- 
cause he hates England or France 
or Germany more than he ‘ loved 
America, or because he fears or 
cotirts some political support alien 
to oat, Se gan, 3 Americanism. 

“Cultivated hyphenated politics is 
the menace today of American life. 
The country must be purged of it 
before we can he a truly American 
nation dominated by American ideas 
as to national and international du- 
ties and responsibilities. The duty 
of the hour is to cry aloud against 
this crime threatening national 
unity and national honor and spare 
not, until no public man or party 
will dare to cultivate any race or 
class vote or to encourage political 
action, based upon foreign loves or 
aims, or to dally with disloyal or 
half-hearted allegiance.”

HE belief that tnanimate objects wield a 

power for good or evil is as old as time

Rome?

There are those, learned in occultism, who 
believe this greatest of Rome's recent art dis- 
coveries carries a sinister spell They go so 
far as to say that the very act of copying her 
in silver and presenting her to the President of 
the United States during his official visit to 
Italy, caused that “mal intesa”—misunderstand- 
ing—which arose between the United States 
and the United Kingdom of Italy. They say, 
over there, that the President’s attitude on the 
Fiume and Adriatic question is the work of “La 
Fanciulla™!

perial country seat. A large wall with an apse 
at one end was revealed and in the apse was 6 
niche. Within this niche the few fishermen whe 
dared forth the next morning saw a beautiful 
draped figure. No attempt was made to reach 
it. As though wishing to wreak vengeance upon 
the villa of the ancient burner of Rome the ele- 
ments lashed about the exposed niche with such 
fury that the figure was thrown into the sea. 
When the tempest abated workers on the Villa 


Saracina rescued the statue, but the fall had Ps 


broken the once lovely nose and the right arm 
and left hand were missing. 

The statue was carried to the palace of the 
Villa Saracina, or Villa Aldobrandini as it was 
also called, property of Prince Ludovico Chigi, 
whe had married Princess Anna Aldobrandini 
For years it remained there unnoticed. “Ro- 
baccia Romana”—=inferior art produced by the 
Roman sculptors who never attained Greek per- 
fection—said those who gazed carelessly upon it. 

One day a foreigner saw a photograph of the 
statue and asked permission to visit the villa 
where the Maid was sequestered. He pro- 
nounced her a great Greek original, probably 
of the fourth century B. C. Then a wealthy 
American, given to the acquirement of art ob- 
jects, *ent to Ostia and endeavored to lure the 
Maid away with much gold. The glory of the 
Grecian girl so long ignored came finally to the 
attention of the Italian government. All re- 
quests to export her which had aroused the tardy 
interest in the statue were refused. Experts 
were sent to the villa and the Italian govern- 
ment eventually paid Prince Chigi 450,000 lire 
for the statue.

_ By September 5 the First German 
army, pouring into France from the 


north, was making every possible ef- 
fort to turn the French left. 

During these lurid days, when the 
fate of the French republic hung in 
the balance, Caillaux remained in 
Paris. The president and cabinet, 
all the departments of government, 
the government records, and most of 
the men of wealth and their families 
had sought refuge in Bordeaux. For 
the time being the chief seaport of 
the Bay of Biscay had become the 
capital of France. 

But Caillaux. remained behind. 
Even when the German guns had 
reached Conesse, only twelve miles 
away from the outskirts of Paris, 
Caillaux lingered. He stayed but to 
see the Germans defeated, the Hun 
tide of invasion turned back, the 
“contemptible British army” holding 
the foe with unconquerable heroism, 
the plans of a socialistic revolution 
abandoned by even the most daring 
of his followers, and his own life in 
still greater jeopardy. Meantime, he 
entered the army as a paymaster. 

On October 22, 1914, Caillaux and 
his wife were riding in an open cab 
along the Boulevard des Capucines 
which lies between the great column- 
ed Ohurch of the Madeleine, and the 
opera. On either side was gathered 
the usual crowds, which even in spite 
of the war assembled on the side- 
walks in front of the cafes and bras- 
series for an afternoon glass of wine 
or a cup of coffee. 

As they were about to turn fnto 
the Place de l’'Opera, where a half 
dozen boulevards and avenues con- 
verges like the spokes of a gigantic 
wheel, someone recognized Gaillaux, 
and the news spread like wildfire. 
Many of the spectators did not know 
that Calllaux had gone into the army 
until they saw him riding past them 
in the full uniform of an army pay- 
master. His wife wore the white 
armiet of the Red Cross. Of a sud- 
den a woman cried: 

“Voila Caillaux, l’espion allemand.” 

(There is Caillaux, the German 
apy). ‘ 
The multitude surged toward the 
Calllaux carriage as if to seize its 
occupants and drag them through the 
streets. Caillaux protested, but the 
crowd only became the more furious. 

“A bas Caillaux!” “Mort pour 
Yespion allamand!" “Mort pour le 
traitre!"’ (Down with Caillaux) 
‘Death for the German Spy) (Death 
for the traitor), were some of the 
erles which greeted the man, who 
once was the premier of France. 

From somewhere a volley of dirt 
picked up from a pile of refuse in a 
back areaway fell upon Caillaux and 
his wife, and amid the storm of mis- 
sles a filthy, long bundle of rags, 
such as are used to turn the water 
to right or left when flushing the 
streets descended into Mme, Cail- 
laux’s lap. Caillaux’s face turned 
ashen vite. Shielding his eyes with 
one arm, he lifted his wife from the 
carriage with the other, and fought 
his way through the mob to a closed 
eab, which hurried off as fast as its 
little, snorting motor could propel It. 

The next that Paris heard of Cail- 
laux was a report, printed October 30 
that he was spending a fortnight in 
a fortress because of a speech he had 
made to troops in the trenches. The 
Duke de Rohan told the story in the 
chamber of deputies. as follows: 

“Cafllaux this week went to Doul- 
ens, where found reservists and 
territoriale belonging to his political 
constituency. He said to them: 

“"You seem to be undergoing tre- 
mendous hardships. If any of you 
would like.to be transferred to a less 
dangerous position, you have only to 
tell me. The situation is exceeding: 
ly grave, for we are fighting the 
world alone. The British troops are 
of no assistance to us.”’ 

Finding that he could not carry on 
hia secret negotiations with Germany 
without going to some neutral coun- 
try, Caillaux hurried his pians for a 
trip to South America Finally, on 
November 14, 1914, Caillaux and his 
wife left Bordeaux on the steamship 
Perog, bound for Puerto Cabello and 
LaGuayra in Venezuela. There were 
all kinds of stories printed at the time 
to explain Catliaux’s going. One was 
that be had gone into enforced exile. 
Another explained that he intended to 
go to Brazil for the purpose of obtain- 
ing Brarilian raw materials and food- 
stuffs for France, that formerly were 
imported from Germany and Austria. 
It was also reported that Caillaux 
would inquire into the proposed reor- 
ganisation of the French South Amer- 
ican cables and would attempt to re- 
place the German lines operated by 
way of Teneriffe. Monrovia and Per- 
nambuco.

At this time the German embassy in 
Washington became the great clearing 
house for all the German espionage 
and intrigue in the new world. Bern- 
storff, under the cloak of the Swedish 
diplomatic service and through other 
hidden channels, kept Berlin informed 
of thet movements of ships, the em- 
ployment and payment of German 
spies, the destruction by bombs and 
fires of munition plants and factories 
engaged in making war supplies, the 
many mysterious strikes and acts of 
sabotage all over the United States, 
which were all planned to cripple the 
cause of the allies. 

When Caillaux reached the Argen- 
tine he found a very active and pow- 
erful German influence, not only in 
trade circles, but in politics. He 
found that it reached the very top of 
the government. 

In Buenos Aires Caillaux got in 
touch with Count Luxburg, German 
minister to Argentina, who will al- 
ways be remembered as having best 
revealed the German policy of brutal- 
ity and dissimulation in his “sunk 
without a trace” cablegram. 

A policy much the same as this had 
long been followed by Caillaux. He 


had long trired to sink the French. 


ship of state without leaving a trace 
of his perfidy. In Count Luxburg, 
therefore, he found a peculiarly con- 
genial partner. The two, of course, 
were never seen together. They 
sought to work without leaving a 
trace of their joint enterprise. 
Through go-betweens and in other 
ways Caillaux informed Luxburg of 
his ceaseless efforts to bring about a 
separate peace with France and the 
establishment of a great Latin com- 
bination, that would help Germany de- 
stroy England. 

One of those who carried messages 
back and forth between Luxburg and 
Caillaux was Count James Minotto, a 
German nobleman with an Italian 
hame. 

Minotto was caught tn the United 
States after he had tried to obtain a 
place in the United States naval intel- 
ligence service. After a period of in- 
fernment in the prison near Fort 
Oglethorpe, Ga., he was brought to 
New York city and examined by the 
attorney general of New York state. 
who was acting for the French gZOv- 
ernment. Confronted by  incontro- 
vertible evidence, which had already 
been obtained from other sources, 
Minotto confessed. He said that his 
mother before her marriage was 
Agnes Sorna, a famous German 
actress. In New York city, he said, 
she had won special fame as the star 
of Hauptmann’s “Sunken Bell,” pro- 
duced in German at the old Irving 
Place theater. 

In Argentina Minotto told every- 
body he was employed by a great 
New York banking institution. Under 
this camouflage he got into communi- 
cation with Luxburg, and during the 
time he was in the Argentine capital 
he was in conference with Luxburg 
nearly every day. He was also in 
almost daily touch with Caillaux, and 
thus he came to know so many of 
the details of the great plot to dis- 
rupt the entente with a separate 
French peace and an anti-British 
Latin alliance. In these details, Mi- 
notto said, Malvy figured constantly, 
as Caillaux'’s chief representative in 
France, who as a cabinet minister. 
could keep Caillaux in touch with all 
the inner secrets of French govern- 
mental affairs. 

Investigations also revealed the fact 
that Minotto had been In touch with 
Count von Bernstorff. the German 
ambassador to the United States, 
through whom Luxburg sent many of 
his communications to Berlin. 

Germany Would Protect Caillaux. 

Before Caillaux returned to France 
German raiders in the south Atlantic 
vad been capturing and sinking the 
vessels not only of the belligerent na- 
tions, but also of neutrals. For ex- 
sample, the William P. Frye, an Amer- 
ican bark, on January 25, 1915, fell a 
orey to the German sea wolves.

Ever fearing for his life, Caillaux 
besought even the protection of the 
enemy. His appeal was granted, as 
shown in the following message, 
which Bernstorff received in Wash- 
ington by way of Havana, and on 
February 4, 1915, forwarded to Ber- 
lin: 

“Tol. Rio de Janiero, telegraphs: 

“‘*Steamer Araguaya left Buenos 
Ayres Jan. 30. The captain is carry- 
ing important papers. Capture very 
desirable. Caillaux is on board. In 
case of capture Caillaux should, in an 
unobtrusive way, be treated with 
courtesy and consideration. Can you 
inform our cruisers? 

“BERNSTORFF.” 

Another message, which also re- 
veals the terror of Caillaux’s mind, 
was sent by Bernstorff to Berlin ac- 
companying the first cablegram. It 
read: 

“Buenos Ayres telegraphed 
lowing: 

“‘Caillaux has left Buenos Ayres 
after a short stay, and is going direct 
to France, evidently on account of 
the (undecipherable) scandal, which 
he regards as a personal attack upon 
himself. He speaks contemptuously 
of the French president and the rest 
of the French government, with the 
exception of Briand. He sees through 
the policy of England perfectly. He 
does not anticipate the complete over- 
throw of France. He sees in‘the war 
now a struggle for existence on the 
part of. England. 

“‘Although he spoke much of the 
“indiscretions and clumsy policy” of

THE ENEMY WITHIN 
GROWS BOLDER. 

The Germans were guilfy of using 
poison gas for the first time in war- 
fare, when on April 22, 1915, they 
poured a flood of deadly fumes upon 
the Canadians at Ypres, and then 
charged upon the heaps of writhing, 
dying men. 

Before this battle of Ypres, how- 
ever, Germany began another cam- 
paign of poison, in which she tried by 
means of the most insidious propa- 
ganda to kill the very soul of France. 
As soon as her first great drive 
against France failed, she revived 
her old time scheme of destroying 
France through treachery, of demoral- 
izing the French with fears and 
doubts, of seeking to persuade them 
it was folly to war against the Teu- 
ton, of stirring up hatred agaimst 
England, of urging a separate peace 
and a Franco-German alliance, as 
the only solution of the European 
problem.

M. Richard (director of the secret” 


service bureau) I ask you to release. 

“If I thought that there might be 
any danger or even embarrassment 
for the country, I would not make 
this request. 

“Thanks. Kindest regards, 
(Signed) “MIGUEL ALMEREYDA.” 

The prisoners were at once set free. 

Another letter which was produced 
later in court and which showed 
Almereyda's ability to liberate prison- 
ers without even a visit to the min- 
ister’s private office, was written to 
M. Leseyeux, arm assistant of M. 
Paoli, secretary general of the prefec- 
ture of police. It read: 

“Kindly give M. Paoli my thanks 
and express to him my gratitude for 
having liberated some poor devils, 
whom I recommended to you. 

“I am aware that you o make 
errors, but they are excusable. You 
would make me particularly bappy if 
you would communicate this ‘etter 
also to M. Paoli, and ask him for au- 
thorization to order the liberation of 
the entire carload this evening, if 
possible.” 

Then followed a list of ten men. 

From many of those whom he be-

the prefecture of police and the 
surete generale, Almereyda. obtained 
varirous “tokens of good will.”

“CARNET B” 

GANG PROTECTED. 

The interview between Malvy and 
Almereyda at this time determined 
the fate of more than 2,500 anar- 
chists and  anti-militarists, whose 
names were listed in Carnet B. 


The conversation behind the clos- 
ed doors of Malvy’s inner office can 
now be reproduced from documents 
in the possession of the présent 
French government. 

“I understand that Clemenceau 
and some others want the Carnet B 
crowd sent to prison,” said Almer- 
reyda. 

“Yes, I am being urged to carry 
out the old law,” replied Malvy. “So 
far, I have taken no action.” 

“You must arrest no one. You 
must issue an order to that effect at 
once.” 

And Malvy issued the order. 

In Carnet B was Almereyda’s own 
name, and marked against it was his 
long criminal record. There, too, 
were the names of all of Caillaux’s 
Corsican guard, of Sebastien Faure; 
over two thousand more plotters 
against France. All were permitted 
to go free, and in the army, the navy, 
in the trenches, among the reserves, 
or in various spheres of ‘civil life, 
they were still able to work for the 
triumph of the foe. 

During the next ten days the Ger. 
man guns began pounding to pieces 
the fortress of Liege, and the Kaiser 
was massing still greater armies for 
the thrust through Belgium into 
France. The French armies were. be- 
ing stationed in the most strategic 
places to meet the enemy’s advance, 
which, if it could not be checked 
would permit the Huns to besiege 
Paris. At this time any information 
transmitted to the Germans concern- 
‘ing the plans of the French military 
leaders, might permit the enemy to 
triumph at the very outset. 

The military police, accordingly, 
became most active. They tried to 
round up all who might be suspected 
as spies or as interfering in any way 
with military operations. They pick- 
ed up not a few of the -crimfnals, 
which Malvy’s civil. police had allow- 
ed to go free.

Malvy had made when the war began. 
“They are my friends. I will 
vouch for them,” said Almereyda. 


The appeal of the King of the 
Apaches met with instant approba- 
tion at the ministry of the interior. 
A note was dictated bearing the date 
of August 10, 1914, accompanying a 
list of names which Alneereyda had 
submitted to Malvy and transmitted 
to M. Laurent, prefect of police. 


And what manner of man was Rab- 
bat, for whom Almereyda interceded 
so successfully? The answer is to be 
found in the report of M. Peres, head 
of a commission which finally dug to 
the bottom of the intrigue, corrup- 
tion and treason of Malvy’s adminis- 
tration. I quote now from the Peres 
report: — 

“Rabbat was an Ottoman subject. 
He lived in Paris for some years, and 
with the aid of funds of more than 
suspicious origin, founded a bank, in 
which he co-operated with a certain 
Zucco, already condemned six times.

“Although he had been condemned 
on June 20, 1913, Rabbat stil! con- 
tinued to live in Paris after his term 
in prison, and was till in Paris when 
war was declared.

Military Police Suppressed by Malvy. 

In permitting spies and other Ger- 
man agents to operate unmolested, 
Malvy was continually conflicting 
with the military police, known as the 
Second bureau. The inspectors of the 
second bureau were under the juris- 
diction of the army, and their unceas- 
ing efforts to kill German espionage 
frequently uncovered a scandal, which 
pointed straight to Caillaux and 
Malvy. 

Almereyda in The Bonnet Rouge, 
and Malvy himself, in frequent state- 
ments to the press, began attacking 
the Second bureau as “meddlesome, 
bungling, incompetent.” Almereyda 
and Malvy insisted that {t prevented 
the civil police from doing their duty. 
The fight became hotter and hotter. 
Finally, the Cafllaux crowd succeed- 
ed, and the Second. bureau was sup- 
pressed.

It was 
not infrequently said in the Paris 
cafes, that 100,000 francs would be 
cheap for a ticket of sojourn for a 
few alien enemies, whose business 
interests necessitated their staying 
in the French metropolis. Some of 
the political agents and spies in the 
employ of the government would 
have paid any price for such permits. 

One of the German financiers, who 
fell under the suspicion of the second 
bureau, was M. Vercken. Born in 
Belgium, M. Vercken had become a 
naturalized French citizen. As M. 
Peres said in his report: 


“Under the complaisant mask of a 
French council of administration, M, 
Vercken had been throwing our min- 
ing concessions into the hands of 
German captains of industry before 
the war, and he was continuing in 
these activities. 

“The second bureau investigated 
his enterprise, which in time of war 
could be used to compromise our 
national production. After the sup- 
pression of the second bureau, the 
central bureau of information, which 
succeeded it, did nothing.” 

The central bureau of information 
was made subservient to the prefec- 
ture of police, which was subservient 
to Malvy. Continuing M. Peres said:' 

“Another example is the Victoria 

bank. It has been maintaining in 
Paris, despite ite assurances, a spe- 
cial bureau of spies, having as the 
territory of its activities, the eastern 
part of France. Von Mainen and 
Gymros of the Victoria bank, have 
been circulating throughout Paris un- 
hindered since the invasion, one 
wearing a British, and the other a 
Belgian uniform. In a Belgian unl- 
form also promenades M. Aartmann, 
director o the bank, a so-called Ru- / 
manian, who was denounced by 
Georges Prade in his campaign in 
‘Le Journal’ against the ‘Foreigners 
of the Interior.’” 
. Artmann was watched by the sec- 
ond bureau, but defended by Almerey- 
da, who attested to his honesty with 
great vigor. Almereyda also met the 
attacks of Le Journal by defamations 
addressed to Commandant Baudier, 
head of second bureau, Finally, 
Almerey@, triumphed over both M. 
Prade Commandant Baudier, 
thanks will of the minister of 
the interior, who gave M. Artmann 4 
ticket of sojourn.

Mystery Ships Ve rsus U-Boats 


Famous Q-Boats Baffled Germans --- How Ten Submarines 

Worked and How the Mystery Boats Fooled Them---Guns 

Hidden Under Bulwarks Turned Harmless Locking Mer- 
chantmen Into Death-Dealing Engines. o 


My chief purpose in writing these ar- 
ticles {s# to describe the activities dur- 
ing :the European war of the United 
States naval forces operating In Eu- 
rope. Yet it is my intention also to 
make clear the several ways in which 
the war against the submarine was 
won: and, in order to do this, it will 
be necessary occasionally to depart 
from the main subject and to describe 
certain naval operations of our allies. 
The most important agency in frus- 
trating the submarine was the convoy 
pystem in all possible ways. Every 
lossea in 1917 and 1018, however, dis- 
Gloses that this did not entirely pre- 
vent the loss of merchant ships. Trom 
April, 1917, to November, 1918, the 
monthly losses dropped from 875,900 to 
191,168 tons. This decrease in sinkings 
enabied the allics to preserve their 
communications and so win the war; 
however, it is evident that these losses, 
while not necessarily fatal to the al- 
lied cause, still offered a serious im- 
pediment to success. It was therefore 
necessary to supplement the convoy 
eystm in all possible ways. Every 
submarine that could be destroyed, 
whatever the method of destruction, 
represented just that much gain to the 
allied cause. Every submarine that 
Was sent to the bottom, it was estimat- 
ed, amount in 1917 to a saving of about 
40,000 tons*per year of merchant ship- 
ping: that was the amount of ship- 
ping, in other words, which the aver- 
axe U-boat would sink, if left unhipn- 
dered to pursue its course. 


Besides escorting merchant ships, 
therefore, the allied navies developed 
several methods of hunting individual 
submarines; and these methods not only 
eunk a considerable number of U-boats, 
but played an important part in break- 
ing down the German submarine 
morale. For the greater part of the 
war the utmost secrecy was observed 
regarding these expedients; it was not 
until the early part of 18918, indeed,

This 
party then searched the vessel for all 
kinds of valuables, and, after depositing 
time bombs in the hold, rowed back to 
the submarine. This procedure was 
popular with the Germans, because it 
was the least expensive form of de- 
stroying the merchant ships. It was 
not necessary to use torpedoes or even 
a large number of shells; an Iinex- 
pensive bomb, properly placed, did the 
whole job. 

‘Even when,the arming of merchant 
ships interfered with this simple pro- 


take what was, as event soon demon- 
strated, a particularly hazardous risk. 

This simple fact that the submarine, 
even when the danger had been real- 
ized, insisted on rising to the surface 
and approaching the vessel which it 
had’ torpedoed, offered the allies an 
opportunity which they were not slow 
in seizing. There is hardly anything 
in warfare which is more vulnerable 
than a submarine on the surface with- 
in a few hundred yards of a 4-inch 
gun. A single well-aimed shot will fre- 
quently send it to the bottom. Indeed, 
a U-boat caught in such a predica- 
ment has only one chance of escaping; 
that is represented by the number of 
seconds which it takes to get under 
the water. But, before that time has 
expired, rapidly firing guns can put 
a dozen shots into its hull; with mod- 
ern, well-trained gun crews, therefore, 
a submarine which exposes itself in 
this way stands practically no chance 
of getting away. Clearly, the obvious 
thing for the allies to do was to send 
merchant ships, armed with hidden 


guns, along the great highways of

what must have been the emotions of 
this first submarine crew, when, stand- 
ing on the deck of their boat, steam- 
ing confidently toward their victim, 
they suddenly saw its bulwarks drop, 
and beheld the ship, which, to all out- 
ward appearance, was a helpless, 
floundering hulk, become a mass of 
belching fire and smoke and shot, The 
picture of that first submarine, stand- 
ing upright in the water, reeling like 
a drunken man, while the apparently 
innocent merchant ship kept poyring 
volley after volley into its sides, is one 
that will not quickly fade from the 
memory of British naval men. 

It is evident that the allies could 
not play a game like this indefinitely. 
They could do so just as long as the 
Germans insisted on delivering them- 
selves into their hands. The complete 
success of the idea depended at first 
upon the fact that the wery existence 
of mystery ships was unknown to the 
German navy. All the Germans knew, 
in these early days, was that certain 
U-boats had sailed from Germany and 
had not returned, But it was inevita- 
ble that the time should come when a 
mystery-ship attack would fall; the 
German submarine would return and 
report that this new terror of the seas 
was at large. And that is precisely 
what happened. A certain submarine 
received a battering which it seemed 


‘hardly likely that any U-boat could 


survive; yet, almost by a miracle, it 
crept back to its German base and re- 
ported the manner of its undoing. 
Clearly the mystery ships in future 
were not to have as plain sailing as in 
the past; the gameé, if it was to con- 
tinue, would become more a battle of 
wits; henceforth every liner and mer- 
chantman, in German eyes, was a pos- 
sible enemy in disguise, and it was to 
be expected that the U-boat command- 
ers would resort to all means of pro- 
tecting their craft against them, 


The Only Alternatives. 


That the Germans knew all about 
these vessels became @epparent when 
one of their naval publications fell 
into our hands, giving complete de- 
scriptions and containing directions to 
U-boat commanders how to meet this 
new menace. The German newspapers 
and illustrated magazines also began 
to devote much space to this kind of 
anti-submarine fighting, denouncing it 
in true Germanic fashion as “barbar- 
ous” and contrary te the rules of 
civilized warfare. The great signifi- 
cance of this knowledge is at once ap- 
parent. The mere fact that a number 
of Q-ships were at sca, even if it did 


not succeed in sinking many subma- 
rines, forced the Germans to make a 
radical change in their submarine tac- 
tics. As they could no longer bring 
to, board and loot merchant ships, and 
sink them inexpensively and without 
danger by the use of bombs, they were 
obliged not only to use their precious 
torpedoes, but also to torpedo without 
warning. This was the only alterna- 
tive except to abandon the submarine 
campaign altogether, 

Berlin accordingly instructed the 
submarine commanders not to ap- 
proach on the surfaée any merchant 
or passenger vessel closely enough to 
get within range of its guns, but to 
keep at a distance and shell it. Had 
the commanders always observed these 
instructions the success of the mys- 
tery ship in sinking submarines would 
have ended then and there, though the 
influence of their presence upon tac- 
tics would have remained in force. The 
allied navies now made elaborate prep- 
arations, all for the purpose of per- 
suading Frits to approach In the face 
of tremendous risk concerning which 
he had been accurately informed. 
Every submarine commander, after tor 
pedoing his victim, now clearly under- 
stood that it might be a decoy dis- 
patched for the particular purpose of 
entrapping him; and he knew that an 
attempt to approach within a short 
distance of the foundering vessel 
might spell his own immediate de- 
struction. The expert in German 
mentality must explain why, under 
these circumstances, he shonld have 
persisted in walking into the jaws of 
death. The skill with which the mys- 
tery ships and thelr crews were dis- 
guised perhaps explains this in part. 
Anyone who might have happened in 
the open sea upon Captain Campbell 
and his slow-moving freighter could 
not have believed that they were part 
and parcel of the royal favy. Our own 
destroyers were sometimes deceived by 
them. The Cushing one day hailed 
Captain Campbell in the Pargust, hav- 
ing mistaken him for a defenseless 
tramp. The conversation between the 
two ships was brief but to the point:

Almereyda’s Wealth Grows. 

Almereyda’s wealth was now piling 
up fast. Beside “gifts” and “loans” 
from “friends” he received through 
Malvy a regular subsidy for The Bon- 
net Rouge. The money was drawn 


from the funds of the minister of the 
interior in sums of 2,000 to 8,000 francs 
and turned over each month to Alme- 
reyda’s newspaper. 

From many other sources Alme- 
reyda also gathered princely tribute. 
He once boasted that by the end of 
the war he would be the richest man 
in Paris. But his friends shook their 
heads. They did not doubt that he 
was reaping a golden harvest, but they 
knew he was spending his riches even 
faster than they came. 

Almereyda paraded his wealth. He 
was of that superficial type of man, 
who, realizing the shallowness of his 
nature, seeks to cover it up with the 
pompous trappings of prosperity. He 
bought his clothes in the most expen- 
ve and most exclusive establish- 
ments. He traded his old,automobile 
for one of the latest and most luxuri- 
ous pattern, and in one corner of the 
deeply upholstered tonneau he joined 
the afternoon promenades of fashion 
along the beautifully wooded drive- 
ways of the Bois de Boulogne. 

Almereyda was soon living at such 
@ pace that one automobile was not 
enough. One by one he bought more 
cars, until he maintained a fleet of 
six. Finally, he purchased a garage 
in the Boulevard Peréire, where he 
kept his own machines and rented 
space for others. During one govern- 
mental investigation. from which he 
emerged - successfully, he explained 
that the automobiles he drove be- 
longed only to the garage, and that 
his money came from a wine mer- 


chant named Boulet, in payment for’ 


his campaign in behalf of the wine 
business, and from M. Francfort, who 
had given him 60,000 francs for secur~ 
ing an important order from the min- 


istry of munitions. 

One of Almereyda’s chauffeurs was 
a Hollander, by the name of Edouard 
Klisser. From Klisser Daudet obtained 
information that the Almereyda auto- 
mobiles were continually going 


through the French lines with pack- 
ages of Bonnet Rouge editions for 
distribution among the soldiers. Dur- 
ing 1915, 1916 and 1917, Almereyda’s 
motor cars sowed the seeds of defeat- 
ism along the battle line, and no one 
in or out of the army appeared pow- 
erful enough to stop them. 

Klisser also told of one occasion 
when Malvy and Almereyda were rid- 
ing together in an open automobile, 
which permitted him to hear their 
conversation. The twa. were discuss- 
ing an impending reorganization of 
the cabinet, when it was generally be- 
lieved that Malvy would be compelled 
to quit the ministry of the interior 
for the ministry of colonies. Accord- 
ing to Klisser, Malvy said to Alme- 
reyda: | 

“It is absolutely necessary that you 
go and talk with Briand. You, your- 
self, know how important it is that I 
remain in the ministry of the inte- 
rior.” 

Briand began his political career as 
a socialist of the extremely radicel 
type. After he became premier he 
was accused by many of the social- 
ists of having abandoned them for 
capitalistic interests. At this time 
Almereyda was able to obtain the au- 
dience of such statesmen as Briand. 
because of the power and influence 
of his newspaper, and his popftilarity 
among various formidable labor aud 
socialist organizations. . 

Klisser said he was ordered to 
drive to the home of Briand, where 
Almereyda got out and went into the 
house. After about twenty minutes 
Almereyda returned to the autdmo- 
bile, and, taking his seat beside Mal- 
vy, said: 

“Well, my friend. I did ft. You 
stay in the ministry of the interior.” 

Malvy stayed.

“Holy Day of the Proletariat” — Anyone Out 
After Ten at Night Was Shot—No Appeals 
From Court Decisions Alowed—Women Not 
Molested—Workers Paid No Rents to Bour- 
geoisie—Chesvi-Chaika, Detective, Judge and 
Executioner—“Be Damned Who Sheds His 
Brother’s Blood,” Tragic Legend on Cellar 
Wall—How Kootepoff Took Kharkov From 
Reds—Uncovering Death Pits and Identify- 


ing Dead. 
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The nerve center of the city gov- 
ernment, from the Bolshevist stand- 
point, was the treasury, The Com- 
missary of Finance was composed of 
Dukorovitch, chairman; Deen and 
Barsky, three Jews who adopted Rus- 
sian names. They were confronted 
by the necessity of raising a huge 
sum. It was an army of mercena- 
ries 25.000 strong, which held thecity 
in order. The Letts received 1,500 
rubles a month, the Chinese 1,000. 
And the payment of the troops was 
an insignificant item of their budget. 

The Commissary of Finance nation- 
alized the banks and declared all de- 
posits of over 10,000 rubles the prop- 
erty of the state, Kach bank account, 
private or business, was cut to 10,000 
rubles. No depositor could withdraw 
frem his account more than 130 rubles 
a week. Private banks, with one ex- 
ception, were closed and their deposits 
treated like the assets of a business 
enterprise. Each private bank was 
furnished a drawing account of 10,- 
000 rubles in the national bank. The 
one exception was the “Jewigh Peo 
ple’s Bank,” at the corner of Petrov- 
skia and Ribnea streets, which dis- 
played the red star and continued 
business as usual. 

Safety deposit boxes were epened 
without the knowledge or consent of 
their owners, and all valuables found 
therein, in excess of 10,000 
were taken by the state. All _pre- 
cious stones which weighed more than 
one carat were taken by the state. 
Coupons of Russian national bonds 
were declared void, 

Dukorovitch allowed the gold which 
was found in the banks and safe de- 
posits to be sold on the Bourse. It 
was eagerly bought. But a decree 
had declared it illegal for individuals 
to hold gold. Spies noted who bought 
the gold on the Bourse, soldiers fol- 
lowed them to their home and con- 
fiscated it in the name of the com 
mune, The buyers of gold disappear- 
ed. It was all done very quietly. 
Then the gold was sent to the Bourse 
and sold again. 


PUZZLING 
FINANCES. 


The Pinance Commissary wished to 
wind up the affairs of the insurance 
companies. A “Special Liquidation 
Commission” was appointed, Lip 
achitz, a Jew, being president. He 
took the famous Russian 
Leonsieff Lipschitz had 
charged from an 
two years previously for embezzle- 
ment A handsome office building 
on the Nickolaiefskia, just off the 
Plaza, is pointed out as the property 
of Lipschitz, bought during his term

loan as high as twelve million ru- 
bles a day, when all private con- 
cerns had been shorn of assets which 
exceeded 10,000 rubles. 

The manager of the “loan com- 
pany” was Mrs. Keen, wife of the 
president of the inner council of the 
city soviet. Her partner was Dukor- 
ovitch, chairman of the finance com- 
missary. The “loan company” was 
only a matter of bookkeeping, no 
money changed hands. The check of 
the company was accepted by the 
city treasury and could not be cashed 
elsewhere.

PEASANT’S LIFE 
AND THE BOLSHEVIST. 


In the villages around Kharkov the 
Bolshy induced the peasants to elect 


executive committees, which would 
make and enforce law within the vil- 
lage boundaries. The standard scheme 
of administration also -contemplated 
the election of a “poor committee” to 
be composed of indigent men, whose 
function was to regulate the distri- 
bution of village food, taking from 
the rich and giving to the poor. The 
better class peasants did not relish 
being on a poor committee, and the 
commissary of the village usually ap- 
pointed the body. In one village the 
chairman of the committee was a man 
whom the village had expelled two 
years previously; in another a Lett, 
just out of jail for counterfeiting. 
The commissary and committeemen 
received wages paid by the peasants. 
Each family mustsupp ly weekly one- 
half pound of butter, one-half pound 
of sunflower oil, eight eggs and one 
chicken. 
must, without charge, furnish vehicle 


and driver for the use of the commis- 
sary when requested,

factory wares, and now he easily re- 
verted to his home-made articles. 

It was only the city people who 
were squeezed. The whole burden of 
the extraordinary taxation pressed 
upon them. Their thin pocketbooks 
grew thinner. Trade was dead, It 
was a case of everything going out 
and nothing coming in. Eggs rose to 


three rubles each, milk to 18 rubles 
a pound, sunflower oil to 250 rubles 
a pound, potatoes to 14 rubles a 
pound.

the coal fields.” Communists from 
the factories responded. Four vil- 
Iages near Kharkov did not return 4 
recruit. Compulsion was adopted, 
punitive expeditions being sent to 
bring in all ablebodied men. But the 
men hid in the woods. In the city 
a “committee of houses” made a list 
of the name and address of every 
man who sheuld be in the army. Night 
raiding parties, furnished with ad- 
dresses, brought in some captures. 
But men did not sleep at home. 


On May 1, the “Holy Day of the 
Proletariat,” there was to be a great 
parade and rally. On the eve of the 
demonstration the commissaries heard 
that a guard regiment was all set to 
mutimy. Their action was character- 
istically firm and prompt. Twenty- 
eight officers and men of the regiment 
were hastily shot. Although the pro- 
gram was carried through, the parade 
and rally ended in gloom. On June 10 
Trotzky himself cameto Kharkov and 
made a very able appeal for support 
at a monstrous open-air meeting. He 
said that all the capitalists of the 
world were leagued against the soviet 
republic; that every foot of progress 
must be bitterly fought for; that every- 
thing bolshevism had won had been 
won by determination and righteous- 
ness. Persons who were present have 
described the scene for me. They said 
that his appeal netted few volunteers, 
and that he appeared to be depressed. 
Kges and pickled cucumbers were 
thrown upon the stage while he speke. 

Persuasive methods in mobilization 
had come to their end. Hereafter when 
R&R young man called to the flag 
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of the commune of Kharkov was some- 
where between two and four thousand 
—less than one-half of one per cent of 
the population. In no town of the 
Ukraine does the membership of the 
organization seem to have been as high 
as one per cent of the inhabitants. The 
commune dominated Kharkov during 
its methodical looting of the place by 
virtue of fear inspired by Chekka. 
Chekka induced such a brain state in 
a man that he could not sleep. sound in 
his bed at night, straining to hear the 
knock of the agent at the door; he 
dared not speak openly to his owg 
brother; he never left his children 
without the pang that he might never 
kiss them again. Even today, with 
Chekka a receding memory, the people 
of Kharkov carry the habit of speak- 
ing sotto voce and looking over their 
shoulders, 

Chekka was a necessity to the com- 
mune. Without the chill of horror 
whieh it laid upon the soul of Xhar- 
kov the resolute ones would have led 
a mutiny in an hour. It had a hyp- 
notic effect—the screams from the un- 
lighted building at night, the rumors 
of torture by a clique of Chinese 
friends, the. unlocated trenches where 
your mangled neighbor was thrown 
yesterday, and you, breathing or dead, 
might be thrown tomorrow. Suspense 


———— 


longed to the state, the properties of 
'.e@ bourgeoisie, in the environs of 
Kharkov, were appropriated, together 
with their live stock and field machin- 
ery. The city government declared 
that it would convert these estates 
into “Demonstration Farms,” where 
the peasants could learn improved 
culture. The estates were no longer 
to be the abode of wage-slaves, but 
the centers of practical enlighten- 
ment. To make the model farm idea! 
in its equipment there were forced 
contributions of stock and seed from 
the neighbors. 

The case of Mr. Cherbanfenko’s 
property, in the village of Marefa, 
twelve miles south of Kharkov, will 
plot the curve for the model farms. 
Mr. Cherbanienko owned 625 acres, 
and on March 1 he had 60 oxen, 20 
horses, 30 cows, 30 hogs, 300 chick- 
ens, and 30 turkeys. For years the 
property had provided: work for forty 
peasants and a handsome living for 
iis owner. 

The group of communists which was 
lected to operate the farm arrived on 
March 1]. Each worker was @ member 
of the farm soviet and had an equal 
voice tn its affairs. They voted a six- 
hour day. The number of workers was 
so large that they drank all the milk 
and ate all the butter. As the veal was 
born they stewed it. The poultry went 
into the same kettle. No more than a 
third of the land was planted. As all 
were equal owners of the outfit. when- 
ever a communist needed money he 
sold a beef animal. In three months 
the buildings were filthy, the horses 
were sold, the cows and oxen and 
hogs were eaten or sold, the thistles, 
and the model farmers were robbing 
hen-roosts for a meal. As a climax, 
me of the farmers, in a fit of pique.

To evade Bolshy decrees, leases were 
pre-dated to the Tzar’s time. 

The city government declared a 
monopoly of wheat, and the peasant 
was ordered to store his crop at home, 
until the official buyer called. Who- 
ever marketed his wheat clandestinely 
would have it confiscated at the city 
gate. Dairy and garden truck could 
be marketed, but one-half the gross 
amount must be paid at the city gate 
as toll. The produce taken as toll was 
for the use of the Commissaries and 
the army. Naturally this doubled the 
price of whatever stuff reached the 
city market, for the peasant added 
his village tax, his loss of time, his 
insurance against phony paper money. 
The peasant did not suffer. It Its 
true that he was handicapped by 
rules, but he simply added all the 
expenses to the final price of his 
goods. He held the bag. Prices were 
alarming for the poor city dweller. 

The peasant visited the city less and 
less. The stores did not give him 
what he wanted, so he reverted to 
the ancient home manufactures. He 
had plenty to eat. His women folk 
worked the flax and wool. On the 
wattled fences one sees the iong 
pieces of heavy brown cloth that are 
undyed and will last a lifetime in an 
overcoat. He raised his own tobacco, 
made his own soap, his own cooking 
and eating implements of clay and 
crockery, his own wagon and harness. 
Every farm has its ewn windmil) to 
grind wheat. The peasant has not 
been distressed during the semi-fam- 
ine of Bolshevism. It is only during 
the last fifteen vears that, the Russ 
peasant has begun to buy the cheap

and speculated. The Commissary of 
Household Economics requisitioned 
480,000 pounds of potatoes for the of- 
ficial manufacture of alcohol. The 
potatoes appeared in*® the markets 
for sale. Both farmers and consum- 
ers boiled at the frauds of the func- 
tionaries, but no one dared speak— 
Chesvi-Chaika was listening. 


MOBILIZATION FOR 
RED ARMY. 

A serious effort to enlist men in 
the red army began the last week of 
March. For several reasons few vol- 
unteers came forward; all hands 
smarted under the levies of money 
and material; the agents of the Vol- 
unteer Army were active in incon- 
spicuous and daring ways, predicting 
the quick overthrow of the regime; 
people were suspicious of the Jews. 
who made most of the speeches, but 
who did not enlist themselves in the 
fighting branches of service. “They 
tell us to go, and they do not go 
themselves,” As the Volunteer Army 
invaded the Donetz basin a second 
and urgent appeal went out: “Save

peared some member of his family 
was shot. When,the press gang near- 
ed a village the people ran into the 
woods, leaving their food and horses. 
Cases of starvation from this cause 
are rumored. From these impressive 
methods of enlistment one understands 
the reason why the volunteer army, 
when it captures former Russian offi- 


cers and natives of “Little Russia” in- 


vestigates their cases sympathetically 
before inflicting punishment. In many 
cases these men fought under compul- 
sion. In the Kharkov jail I spoke to 
Russian colonels and generals who had 
served with the reds; their defense 
was that members of their families 
were held as hostages to be shot if the 
soldier held back. 
Police and Courts. 

The bolsheviki did not like the name 
“police” and called their civil guardians 
“militgia.” An order of the militzia 
required that all persons found on the 
street between the hours’of 10 p. m. 
and 5 a. m. without a permit should 
be shot. 

There were three courts: The “Peo- 
ple’s Judges,” appointed by the “Iss- 
Paul-Kom,” with jurisdiction in petty 
cases, assault, theft up to 100 rubles, 
etc. The “Tribunal,” with jurisdiction 
in more important civil and criminal 
causes. The tribunal consisted of five 
judges, appointed by the chief commis- 
sary. Bourdahlin, a Russian, a mill 
worker, was president, and two other 
members were Russian artisans. The 
third court was the Chesvi-Chaika. The 
proper spelling is Tcheresvitchaika: 
literally, “Extraordinary Council,” and 
shortened to the slang “Chekka.” It 
has exclisive jurisdiction in political 
cases, or any case in which the com- 
mune was a party. 

And no land was privately owned, a 
large section of the cases that usually 
occupy a court were avoided/ As no 
appeal was allowed from the decision 
of any court, a second fertile cause of 
litigation was escaped. The lawyers 
had been abolished, but there were so- 
called “‘defenters’’ for prisoners inthe 
two lower courts. The ranks of the 
“defenders” were open to all. No po- 
lice or court records were left by the 
boishy, so that it is’ not possible to 
tell whether crime increased or de- 
creased during their administration. As 
a sidelight upon the subject, however. 
Professor Borakovsky, of the~ medical 
school, who has for years performed 
the autopsies upon the bodies of all 
pessons who died by violence in the 
city, says that during the six months 
of bolshevism he did 700 autopsies, as 
against an average of 125 for the six 
months’ period of normal times. 

I asked a number of women whether 
they were melested. They all replied 
“No.” The timid and good people stay- 
ed behind closed doors. The women be- 
haved bravely: many preferred to en- 
dure privation rather than enjoy 
luxury as the intimates of the commis- 
sariea. 


CHESVI- 
CHAIKA. 


The political court had as its func- 
tion the breaking down of all opposi- 
tion to the commune. The membership 


brokn down nerve. Fear froze friend- 
ship, confidence, action. No one might 
guess at what door the summoners 
might stop. Mesisting an officer, talk- 
ing against the Jews, possessing means 
ot detense, disobedience to decrees, al. 
were sufficient grounds for arrest by 
Chekka. ‘the methods of inquisition 
were raised to the nth power. 

There is a monastery on the out- 
skirts of Kharkov, the members of 
which, for reason of self-protection, 
did not .participate in politics. An 
urban stranger walked in among the 
monks one uay, explaining that he was 
a delegate of the volunteer army, 
which would soon arrive. Would the 
monastery receive the army with 
favor? ‘The abbot replied that they 
were holy men and not concerned with 
wars. The stranger enjoyed their hos- 
pitality and remained. He gained the 
confidence of one monk who, in a fool- 
ish moment, whispered that the broth- 
ers would be glad when Russia was 
cleansed of her plague. The next day 
that monk disappeared. Subsequently 
four others, going to the city on com- 
missions, did not return te the monas- 
tery enclosure. 

General Melchanoff, 70 years old, 
fifteen years on the retired list, learned 
to cobble shoes for a subsistence after 
the commune had stopped his pension. 
A young man came to his shop with- 
out shoes, food or shelter. He claimed 
to be a forerunner of the Kouban cos- 
sacks. The*general was delighted to 
hear that his old comrades were con 
ing, and ord@r with them. He furnished 
the boy with whatever his small re- 
sources allowed. When the general's 
body was disinterred it was found that 
his arms and legs had been twisted, 
and one arm broken ip two places. 

it is estimated that 30,000 persons of 
Kharkov Dourgeoisie are killed or un- 
accounted for. 

Chesvi-Chaika was detective, judge 
and executioner, all in one. Its trans- 
actions were completely secret. Two 
men could render and execute judg- 
ment. If one could learn the life 
stories of the Chekka commissaries a 
part of their cruelty might be ex- 
plained. They may have been people 
who have suffered heavily and inno- 
cently at the hands of ordained gov- 
ernment or religion or employing 
Classes. They had a wrong siant to 
their brain.- 

The Russian is temperamental, he 
broods; he does not forget wrongs. He 
can be oblivious to physical wants in 
his emotional concentrations. You 
think him lethargic, but he is at you 
in @ flash, blazing with anger when 
you inadvertently touch his raw spot 
They all have raw spots. It must have 
been people with sick brains, with 
congenitally-numb hearts, who, be a 
morbid gravitation within the Bolshy 
organization, were entrusted with the 
conduct of Chekka. They would be 
known to se wrong-headed, to be im- 
mune to apps, to extract pleasure in 
the sight of anguish. 

Jewess, “Comrade Roga,” will il- 
lustrate. She is 20 years old, has bandy 
legs and short hair. One of her front 
teeth has been knocked out. She wears 
a short skirt and a revolver at her belt. 
She is niék-named “Cherbater’—“Pock- 
marked£” Captain Debrovalsky, senior 
adjutant of the 30th division, who was 
for three months her prisoner, had de- 
scribed her to me. One day Rosa en- 
tered the cell where the wife of Gen- 
eral Ilianskg and seven prostitutes 
were confined. The seven girls gath- 
ered around her, exclaiming, “Helio, do 
you reme when we worked in the 
factory and you stole the stockings 


from the box? Wiil you help us now 
that you have such a high position: 

“Comrade Rosa” personally shot, or 
stabbed fifty officers.. She would or- 
der the executioners aside and kill 
prisoners herself—finding a savage ela- 
tion in the curses and groans of 
miamed men. What is the history of 
her hate for personable young men? 
Might’ there be a tale of betrayal, or 
deceit, or unhealed sore of jealousy? 
Captain Dobrovalsky said that the 
prisoners agreed that Rosa was not 
very bright. She was given her post 
because she was known to be  vin- 
dictive. 

Chekka occupied the four-story 
house at No. 47 Sumskaia street. 
Schwarts, a Jewish medical student, 
was its first president. Pokko, a Lett, 
followed him.’ Of the eight members, 
five were Jews, two were Russians, 
one was a Lett. In the cellar of the 
house some of the prisoners awaited 
sentenee, mot knowing the verdict un- 
til it was executed. From the cellar 
walis I copy the following inscriptions 
at random: 

“Be damned who sheds his brother's 
blood.” 

A telegrapher has written a verse in 
the dot and dash of the Morse code: 

“April, little April, 

Where are you running? 

You run to Chesvi-Chaika. _ 

Do not run there, Little April, 

You will not come back.” 

“Here was a miner,” Beside is a 
sketch of a mine lamp. 

“Il am a school boy of the gymna- 
sium, 16 years old.” 

“If anyone ever gets out of here, teil 
Aureo), Kurska street, Number 20, that 
I was shot on 15th April.” 

“Oh, how I would love to live, who 
have made no crime.” 

Someone has drawn a calendar wiih 
a square for each day of the month 
and the number is written in «ach 
square. The last day to be crossed out 
is April 22, 


LAST CASES 


OF CHEKKA, 


On June 24, when the volunteer army 
neared Kharkov, Syenko, a local car- 
penter and a South Russian, the prisou 
commissary, left his office precipitate- 
ly. He destroyed the most of his pa- 
pers, but a few were overlooked. He 
left two “court decrees” and a list of 
names, the last cases acted wpon by 
the Chekka court. I have copied and 
studied these three documents. 43 

The first court decree states that 
Daria Bayova, aged 16, unmarried, is 
charged or a Jewish woman, Frankel, 
with stealing. No witnesses were heard. 
The defendant was not examined. At 
the bottom of the sheet, in hurried blue 
pencil, is written: “An incorrigibie 
criminal, to be shot. June 22, 919. 
Feldman, Protuguese.” 

The second decree charges Anna 
Breslafsava, aged 37, with stealing 
from a Jewish woman, prise Se on 
April 26, 1919. Prisoner declared she 
did not know why she had been ar- 
rested; that she had stolen nothing. 
No witnesses examined. The indorse- 
ment, in the same blue pencil, reads: 
“A dangerous criminal, to be shot, June 
22, 1919. Feldman, Protuguese.” 

The third document found in Syen- 
ko's office is written upon five sheets 
torn from a pocket memorandum book. 
Close written, in blue Dagon on both 
sides of the sheets, are 230 names, sur- 
names only. They are the cases judged 
by Chekka on June 22. No witnesses 
were examined. The prisoners did not 
confront their accusers or judges. 
Judgment was reached upon the infor- 
mation of ‘spies, or upen the personal 
knowledge of the judges. he 2390 
cases were disposed of in two hours. 
I counted eighty-five names with an X 
before them. The meant that the 
prisoner was to be shot. The mark V 
indicated that the prisoner was to be 
remanded to the cellars of Chesvi-Chai- 


a. 

During the two hours that the court 
was in session the prisoners were set 
to digging a pit in the low, long atable 
behind the Kharkov city prison. When 
court adjourned Syenko personally 
brought the list to the crowd of dig- 
ging prisoners. The eighty-five names 
marked with the X were read, and the 
rest of the men marched back to the 
jail. The condemned were ordered to 
remove their clothing, which was the 
perquisite of the executioners. Stand- 
ing on the edge of the trench, eighty- 
five men were shot on June 22. Syenko 
himself killed three. The tales of his 
ferocity are monstrous. He seems to 

have been another of the people with 
a mad-twist to his brain. 

Dr. Gavriloff. the doctor, was called 
to the grave. Syenko said: “We have 
done our part, medico: you do yours.” 
He referred to the pouring of carbolic 
acid on the remains, which would ren- 
der them unrecognizable. “But all are 
not dead: I hear them moan,” remon- 
strated the doctor. “You do your part,” 
said the ex-carpenter with an angry 
gesture. Dr. Gavriloff says that sev~ 
eral of the men killed were sick with 
typhus, and three were carried to the 
stable on litters. This was the last 
execution of Chesvi-Chaika in Khar- 
kov. 


THE 
KORNILOFFSKY. 


On the morning of June 24 the com- 
missaries and the red army were in a 
turmoil, Impromptu meetings of sol- 
diers were held to decide whether to 
defend the city or retreat. It was the 
practice in the soviet republic for sol- 
diers to yote on general movements. 
As the soldidrs did the fighting and 
suffered the wounds, it was the con- 
sistent!y democratic course for him to 
vote what course should be pursued. 
They voted to fight. 

Anticipating that General Kootepoff 
would arrive from the-~ direction of 
Izioum, they placed themselves outside 
the city to the south and east. Dust 
was seen on the horizon. The artillery 
was trained upon it. The cavalry was 
braced for a eharge. The infantry, 
spread out like a fan to envelope the 
enemy's wings, was singing its de- 
fiance in the red songs of tt, Pole, 
Hungarian, Chinese and Russ. 

But General Kootepoff, after send- 
ing wagon trains from the southeast to 
raise the dust, had made an all-night 
march, passing around the city on the 
south side. He brought no artillery. 
He entered from the west, along an 
undefended road. The cavalry had gal- 
loped completely across the city before 
the bolshy knew of its presence.

The True Story of Governor Treutlen’ s Death, of Which History Is Entirely Silent

After a silence of almost a century 
and a quarter, history finally lifts 
the shroud of mystery which has 
hung like a sinister pall ov.: the fi- 
nal years atid tragic death of Geor- 
gia’s first constitutional governor, 

John Adam Treutlen, elected gov- 
ernor of the then newly created cotn- 
monwealth of Georgia, in 1777; a 
fiery, tenacious, upright gentleman, 
leader of the whig faction in his state 
and implacable enemy of the tories, 
was foully murdered and literally 
hacked to pieces in front of his home 
in St. Mathew’s parish (now Cal 
houn county), South Carolina. Called 
from his residence by a trick, a band 
of vengeful tories fell upon him some- 
where near the s, known das Metts’ 
Cross Roads, and, according to a tra- 
dition whose authenticity has been 
too well corroborated for doubt, lit- 
erally hacked “ir to death and chop- 
ped his lifeless body into dismember- 
ed parts. The ‘xact spot where they 
buried the evidence of their foul 
crime is not known, but it is certain 
that it is within Hailing distance of 
the cross roads. 

It is largely due to the indefatig- 
able efforts of the local chapter of 
the D. A. R. in Calhoun county that 
the truth of this story was establish- 
ed and the samé@ organization has, 
within the past few years, caused a 
stone markér to be placed at the 
cross roads; ifiécribed with the brief 
story of Goverhor Treutlen’s life and 
death.

Jolin Adam Treutlen Was born at 
Berchtesgaden, of the Austrian Areh- 
bishoptie of Salsburg, i 1726. Be 
catisé of Protestant persecution by 
Afchbishop Leopold, “a group of Sala- 
burg immigrants, destined for Amer- 
ica, was formed at Berchtesgaden, in 
1733." As the secant evidence goes to 
prove that Treutlen came over as a 
mere boy, and as this tompany Wis 
made up in his home town; thé prob- 
ability is that he sailed for thé néw 
world among thésé arly tnfortu- 
nates, fleeing from the perseeutidt 
of an unreletiting religious faitatic: 
They arrived off Charléston, 8. C., 
in Mareéh, 1734 and soon after; th 
Savannah, Where “they landed to the 
booming of cation.”

About 26 miles from Savannah thes 
finally settied at & placé enlied “Rad 
Bluff,” ot “Néw Bbeneser,” and, as 
@ peculiar coincidence, it was the 
Parish of St. Matthews. 

Young Treutlen was fortunate in 
being taught Latin, French, German, 
English and mathematics by a schol- 
arly Lutheran minister—Bolzius. 
Having a bright and retentive mind, 
hé learned rapidly and became, for 
that day and time, one of the most 
able, intelligent and positive charac: 
ters in the colony. We hear little 
more of him except his aggressive- 
ness in a church row until revolu- 
tidhary war clouds were overshaid- 
owing the horizon. Feeling was run- 
hing high, alignments were rapidly 
ferming and nearly, if not fully, one 
half of Georgia’s: population of that 
day were tories. It required grit and 
backbone to become a leader on the 
other side, but those requisites Treut- 
len had in abounding plenty. 

The German Salzburgers were 
largely democrats and patriots, natu- 


rally so, because of a love of liberty 
and independence ingrained into their 


very marrow by the yoke of past op- 
pression. It is of this type of Ger- 
man that America has drawn so many 
of her best and greatest citizens, 
their inborn love of liberty making 
it impossible that they should live 
under the heel of an overbearing 
monarchy and sending them in larze 
numbers to America over a long pe- 
riod of time. 

John Adam Treutlen, by nature and 
education, was not the man to try and 
ride both sides of the fence. The war 
fever was already in his finger’s end 
and, like Jacob's war horse, he scent- 
ed battle from afar. When the pro- 
vineials met in Savannah in 1775 to 
adopt measures for the protection of 
the patriots against the oppressive 
measures of the mother country, 
Treutlen was there as the represetit 
ative from the St. Matthews parish, 
and took a large @a@ aggressive part 
in the proceedings, 


FIRST GEORGIA 
GOVERNOR. 

It was in May, 1777, that he was 
elected governor Of Georgia, and was 
the first chief magistrate under the 
new constitution. Before the moons 
were ol4 be set fire to the stubbic 
and 8008 became the object of vindic 
tive tory influence. “His dwelling and 
store were burned to the ground and 
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his tiiovable property was confis- 
cated.” 

When thé patriot government >» 
Géorgia fell in 1779, Treutien, along 
with iiany others, took British pro- 
téetion and fied to South Carolina. 

War's fiedvy hand was upon a 
stricketi people and it was a time, 
if ever, when the end justified the 
means. 

But the thorn was in his flesh and 
Tretutlen could not lie down in craven 
indifference. He established his new 
homeé in St. Matthews parish, South 
Carolina, in what is now Calhoun 
cotitity; The whig fires which con- 
siiined hit did not abate and he con- 
tiitiéd the staunch patriot and bitter 
foe of toryism. By his activities and 
superior méntal endowments he soon 
bécamé protiinent in this community. 
He Was one of the representatives. 
from St. Matthews and Orange par- 
ishes; in thé legislature of South 
Carolina, elected in 1781 under the 
proclamatio# of Governor Rutledge, 
and which mét in January, 1782, and 
was known as the Jacksonborough 
assembly. 

Edward McGrady, the historian, 
said of this assembly that it was the 
finest body of men ever congregated 
in the state. 

Of Treutlen’s private life, even lo- 
cal tradition is almost silent. The 
exact date of his death, even; is un- 
certain. It has been stated by stu- 
dents of Georgia history that he was 
killed in 1780, but this evidently is 
a mistake, as McGrady gives the 
name of John Adam Treéutlen —% a 
member of the legislature of 1782, 
as stated above. It is therefore prob- 


able that he met his death in that 


year. . 

One thing is sure, however, beyond 
cavil. He was not only brutally and 
foully murdered by tories, but litera!- 
ly hacked to pieces. Tradition is that 
a party of the tories, wider cover of 
night, went to his housé and enticed 
him out, on the plea of making a futl 
surrender, undef attractive condi- 
tions. They immediately rushed upou 
him and -butchered him. 


AMAZING 
SILENCE. 

That a noted govefnor should live 
in & GO0tfimunhity, should represent it 
in the provincial assembly atid the1 
be cruéily and meanly done to death 
and nothiiig be éaid about it in the 
records or writings of the period is 
not only amazing, but is a fact that 
makes many of us doubtful About be- 
lieving all that is told use by the ac- 
knowledged historian’, and the uhac- 
krowiledged histofyéuppressors of 
the period.

Riléy foloiwed thé bent of his genias 
arid gave himself just the kind of train- 
ing that fitted him to do his work. Hé 
fever had any regulat education, adopt- 
éd ho trade Gr profession, never married 
and had children, but kept himself free 
froin Set tasks and ftom those réespon- 
sibilities which distract thé poet's soul. 
His muse was a triiant; and hé was a 
riinaway schoolboy who kept the heart 
of 4 boy inte manhood and old age, 
which is otf definition of genius. He 
was bétter eiiployed whet he joined a 
circus troupe ofr a traveling médiciné 
van, oF Set up 48 4 Sigh painter, OF sim- 
ply lay ott on the grass, “knee deép in 


June,” than if he had shut Witiself ap 
it @ school or an office. He did no 
fotitine work, but wrote when he felt 
like it, when he was in the miood. For- 
tunately the mood recurred abundantly, 
and so we have about two dozen yol- 
uriés from him, filled with lovely po: 
etry. Most of us do hack work, 
pouring work, pauaues we can do toth- 


a 


ing bettér. But for the ereative artist, 
hack work is a waste. Creative work, 
whén one is in the mood, is more a 
pleasure than a toil; and Riley worked 
hard at his verse making, For he was a 
most conscientious artist; and all those 
poems of his, seéitiingly so easy, nat- 
ural, spontaneous, wété the result of 
labor, though of lab6r joyously borne. 
How fine his art was perhaps only those 
can fully appreciate who have tried 
their own hands at making verses. Some 
of the things that he said to me about 
the use and abuse of dialect In poetry 
and concerning similar points, showed 
me how carefully he had thought out 
the principles of composition. He 


thought most dialect poetry was over- 
done; recalling that délightful aneedote 
about the member of the Chicago 
Browning clib Who asked Whether he 
liked dialect vétsé, aid who replied:

The colonel’s collection of guns con- 
sisted of éight in all and three revolv- 
ers. He had always his particular gun 
for the praticular hunting he had in 
mind. His 30-caliber army Springfield, 
used exclusively by the American army 
until the war with Germany, was liked 
best, and it was the only weapon he 
carried through the jungles of Brazil. 
This gun was sighted to suit his eye, 
and in speaking of it he often remarked 
that it was the “handiest of all my 
rifles.” 

The Fox No. 12 shotgun the colonel! 
considered an excellent weapon for 
close shooting, and it was this gun he 
used while hunting ducks, guinea fowl 
and other birds of that order. His other 
guns he prized for the pleasant mem- 
ories connected with them. His Win- 
chester 45-70 and 45-90 were used ex- 


clusivély by iii i his ranching days. 
Another gun Which he prized highly, an 
old muzzle loader, was at oné time 
owned by Kit Carson, When hunters 
visited Sagamore Hill the Carson gun 
was always on show. 

Thé revolver carried by the Colonel 
in the Spanish-Ameriéan war, and which 
was a gift from Admiral Cowles, was 
also highly prized. His other two re- 
volvers were up-to-date weapons, one 
a Smith & Wesson, which wis made 
especially for him and which was at his 
bedside, and the other, a small <2 <2::- 
oer gun, which he had in his desk in 
his study.
